His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council 
then  withdrawing,  the  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  Thomas 
F.  Clifford,  clerk  of  the  last  session. 

The  clerk  stated  that  the  first  business  was  the  selection  of 
a  temporary  presiding  officer. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Wilkins,  Senator  Bickford  was  chosen 
temporary  presiding  officer. 

The  clerk  requested  Senators  Felt  and  Burnell  to  conduct 
the  temporary  presiding  officer  to  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Tolles,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that 
Senator  Marvin  cast  one  ballot  for  Charles  W.  Hoitt  as  Presi- 
dent. 

Senator  Marvin  cast  one  ballot  and  Charles  W.  Hoitt  having 
a  majority  of  all  votes  cast,  was  declared  elected  President. 

The  chair  requested  Senators  Foley  and  Lewando  to  con- 
duct the  President  to  the  chair. 

The  President,  having  assumed  the  chair,  addressed  the 
Senate  as  follows  : 

Senators  : 

I  tender  you  my  thanks  for  the  unanimous  election  to  the 
highest  office  in  your  body,  and  assure  you  of  my  deep  ap- 
preciation therefor.  In  the  discharge  and  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  position  I  call  on  you  and  each  of  you  to  assist 
me,  that  we  may  have  clean,  fair,  and  just  legislation,  a  clear 
examination  and  discrimination  as  to   matters  brought  up  for 
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consideration  by  this  honorable  body,  believing  as  I  do,  that 
as  good,  yes,  even  better  judgment  is  demanded  in  deciding 
what  should  not  be  passed  to  become  law,  as  in  the  favorable 
consideration  of  those  bills  which  are  passed  and  do  become 
the  law  of  the  state. 

I  ask  the  full  and  prompt  attendance  of  the  senators  that 
each  and  all  of  the  districts  sending  us  here  may  know  that 
they  are  represented,  that  their  interests  are  cared  for,  that 
their  confidence  was  not  misplaced  in  selecting  us  for  their 
senators.  I  ask  that  the  business  presented  may  be  well 
considered,  and  not  delayed  but  pushed  along  to  final  action 
and  disposition,  that  the  session,  so  far  as  this  body  is  con- 
cerned may  be  brought  to  a  close  in  a  reasonably  short  time. 
Senators,  thanking  you  again,  I  await  your  pleasure.

Clififord,  Louis  A.  Thorp,  William  H.  Weston,  Herbert  A.  Mc- 
Elwain, Hiram  E.  Currier,  are  hereby  elected  for  the  several 
positions  named,  respectively. 

Thereupon  Thomas  F.  Clifford,  Louis  A.  Thorp,  William  H. 
Weston,  Herbert  A.  McElwain,  and  Hiram  E.  Currier,  ap- 
peared, signified  to  their  acceptance  and  were  duly  sworn  to 
the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties.

ization ;  and  to  authorize  civil  and  criminal  proceedings  in 
respect  to  all  the  wrongs  herein  declared  against.

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  by  the  Honorable  Edward  N.  Pearson,  Secretary 
of  State :

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To  the  Honorable  Senate  : 

I  herewith  return  House  bill  No.  29S,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
provide  in  common  with  the  state  of  Vermont  for  the  acquisi- 
tion, building,  and  maintenance  of  the  bridges  across  the  Con- 
necticut river,  without  my  signature. 

My  reasons  for  the  disapproval  of  this  act  are  : 

The  bill  is  very  loosely  drawn.  Its  limitations  are  very  few 
and  by  no  means  definite.  But  apparently  it  provides  for  the 
appointment  of  a  civil  engineer  having  a  practical  knowledge 
of  bridge  work  who,  in  connection  with  a  commission  author- 
ized by  the  state  of  Vermont,  shall  proceed  after  certain  inves- 
tigations to  purchase  and  free  all  existing  toll  bridges  over  the 
Connecticut  river  between  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont ;  to 
construct  new  free  bridges  at  such  points  or  places  as  may 
seem  to  them  best  to  promote  the  public  welfare,^  and  to  reim- 
burse such  towns  as  have  already  expended  any  money  in  the 
freeing  of  bridges,  upon  condition  that  the  state  of  Vermont 
shall  assume  half  the  expense  incurred,  and  appropriates 
$20,000  for  this  work  annually  until  the  work  is  completed. 

The  boundary  line  between  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  is 
at  high  water  mark  on  the  Vermont  side  of  the  Connecticut. 
The  bridges  across  the  Connecticut  are  therefore  all  in  New 
Hampshire  except  perhaps  the  western  abutments.  I  see  no 
good  reason  why  we  should  ask  Vermont  to  assume  any  part 
of  the  expense  of  the  highways  in  New  Hampshire,  or  why  she 
should  consent  to  any  such  proposition. 

The  logical  result  of  the  passage  of  this  bill  would  be  an 
agreement  between  the  representatives  of  the  two  states  that 
in  justice  we  should  pay  three  fourths  or  seven  eighths  of  the 
cost  of  the  acquirement  of  the  toll  bridges,  the  construction  of 
such  new  ones  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioners  and  en- 
gineer may  be  desirable,  and  the  reimbursement  of  the  towns 
that  have  already  freed  the  bridges  in  their  territory,  and 
having  started  with  this  scheme,  the  probabilities  are  that  we 
should  feel  in  duty  bound  to  accept  what  was  recommended 
by  our  engineer.  It  comes  therefore  to  this,  that  the  bill 
authorizes  the  freeing  of  all  toll  bridges  over  the  Connecticut 
in  New  Hampshire,  the  construction  of  all  needed  new  ones, 
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and  the  reimbursement  of  all  towns  for  all  they  have  expended 
on  such  bridges  at  the  expense  of  our  state  treasury.  There 
is  absolutely  no  limit  in  the  bill  as  to  the  time  during  which 
we  shall  pay  $20,000  annually,  and  that,  when  once  begun, 
the  project  will  not  call  for  several  times  that  sum  each  year, 
we  have  no  guarantee.  From  the  best  information  I  can 
obtain,  I  judge  that  at  least  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  will 
be  required  to  carry  this  plan  to  completion. 

I  see  no  reason  why  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  should 
purchase,  construct,  or  maintain  bridges  across  the  Connecti- 
cut river  than  across  the  Merrimack,  the  Contoocook,  the 
Androscoggin,  the  Cocheco,  or  the  Saco,  and  the  passage  of 
this  act,  it  appears  to  me,  would  be  vmjust  discrimination 
against  the  taxpayers  of  every  section  of  the  state,  except 
the  tier  of  towns  along  the  Connecticut  which  are  generally 
as  well  able  to  support  their  own  highways  as  any,  and  which, 
so  far  as  I  am  informed,  do  not  ask  for  state  aid  of  this 
kind. 

I  think  we  should  avoid  as  far  as  practicable  the  adoption  of 
projects  which  will  entail  upon  those  who  come  after  us,  for  an 
indefinite  period,  financial  burdens  that  they  may  not  be  able 
to  bear  without  great  sacrifices.  We  have  now  in  the  treasury 
a  large  sum  received  from  the  United  States  government  which 
will  be  dissipated  this  year.  The  next  legislature  will  not  have 
it  to  draw  upon,  and  if  we  are  prudent  we  shall  consider  this 
fact  and  restrain  ourselves  from  contracting  necessary  obliga- 
tions which  they  will  have  to  discharge.  If  this  be  so,  the 
appropriation  of  $20,000  annually,  practically  a  perpetuity,  for 
such  an  object,  cannot  be  defended. 

According  to  the  terms  of  this  act,  the  work  contemplated 
is  not  to  be  proceeded  with  unless  the  legislature  of  Vermont 
shall  assume  half  the  expense  before  the  first  of  January,  1905. 
At  that  time  another  New  Hampshire  legislature  will  have 
been  elected  and  be  ready  to  assemble,  and  I  think  we  may 
wisely  leave  to  our  immediate  successors  the  question  whether 
the  condition  of  our  treasury  and  the  public  need  warrants  the 
outlay  proposed  ascertaining  meanwhile,  if  that  is  desirable, 
whether   Vermont  will    join    us    and   if   so  upon  what  terms, 
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which  can  easily  be  done  without  giving  to  an  engineer  such 
vast,  unlimited,  and  perpetual  powers  as  this  bill  proposes.

Bachelder  and  inform  him  officially  of  his  election  as  Governor 
of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  reported  that  they  had  at- 
tended to  that  duty  ;  that  the  Governor-elect  had  accepted  said 
office,  and  would  meet  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  convention  at  the  earliest  convenient  time  to  take  the 
oath  of  office  and  make  such  communication  as  he  might 
deem  proper. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Collins  of  Nashua,  for  the  committee  appointed  to  in- 
form the  Honorable  Councilors  of  their  election,  reported  that 
the  committee  had  attended  to  its  duty,  and  had  notified  the 
gentlemen  of  their  election. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  Chair  appointed  Senator  Keyes  of  District  No.  2,  and 
Messrs.  Foye  of  Portsmouth  and  Graves  of  Andover,  as  a 
committee  to  escort  the  Governor  and  Governor-elect  to  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

The  Governor,  Governor-elect,  and  the  Honorable  Council 
then  came  in,  and  the  Hon.  Nahum  J.  Bachelder,  Governor- 
elect,  then  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  office  and  the  oaths 
of  allegiance  before  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  in  the 
presence  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  whereupon  the 
Hon.  Charles  W.  Hoitt,  President  of  the  Senate,  made  proc- 
lamation as  follows : 

Nahum  J.  Bachelder,  having  been  duly  elected  Governor  of 
New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and  taken  the  oaths  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution,  I  do  therefore  declare  and  pro- 
claim His  Excellency  Nahum  J.  Bachelder,  Governor  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  the  office  during  the  period 
prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state,  and  I  pre- 
sent Your  Excellency  with  a  copy  of  the  constitution  of  the 
state  as  a  guide  in  the  discharge  of  your  official  duties. 

His  Excellency  then  read  the  following  message  : 
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Alembef'S  of  the  Legislature : 

In  attempting  to  comply  with  the  time-honored  custom 
which  requires  a  governor  upon  his  inauguration  to  address 
the  General  Court  regarding  the  matters  of  state  which  it  will 
have  to  consider,  I  shall  avoid,  as  far  as  practicable,  specific 
recommendations,  and  content  myself  with  a  brief  statement  of 
what  information  I  have,  and  of  the  principles  which  I  be- 
lieve should  govern  us  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  which 
we  have  assumed. 

State  Finances. 

The  report  of  the  state  treasurer  discloses  a  highly  satis- 
factory condition  of  the  state  finances.  The  total  funded  debt 
June  I,  1902,  was  $839,200.  Of  this  amount  $3,700  was  over- 
due, and  $450,000,  the  balance  of  the  municipal  war  loan  of 
1873,  maturing  between  January  i,  1903,  and  January  i, 
1905.  The  overdue  bond  of  1873  of  $500,  library  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  $175,000,  due  July  i,  191 1,  and  $75,000  due 
July  I,  1913,  and  Agricultural  College  loan  bonds  amounting 
to  $135,000,  due  July  i,  1913,  make  up  the  total.  Other 
liabilities  of  the  state  are  various  trust  funds  amounting  to 
$813,574.37,  a  school  fund  of  $14,825,  and  two  small  items, 
making  $1 ,669,071.30. 

To  offset  these  liabilities  there  were  cash  on  hand,  $575'" 
615.12,  securities  from  the  Thompson  estate,  $329,443.76.  and 
due  from  railroad  corporations  $7,580.06,  a  total  of  $912,- 
638.94.  The  balance,  $756,432.36,  was  the  net  indebtedness 
of  the  state. 

The  state  tax  of  $425,000,  which  has  already  been  voted  for 
the  years  1902  and  1903,  with  the  other  revenues  from  corpo- 
rations and  miscellaneous  sources  will  yield  sufficient  surplus 
above  the  regular  expenses  to  meet  the  obligations  that  mature 
on  and  before  January  i,  1905,  and  from  that  time  until  July 
I,  191 1,  no  part  of  the  debt  will  become  due.  The  ordinary 
revenues  of  the  state  from  sources  other  than  the  direct  tax  are 
about  $250,000  annually,  and  the  current  expenses  besides 
interest  are  about  $525,000.  The  interest  charges  after  the 
debt  that  matures  January  i,  1903,  is  paid,  may  be  reckoned 
at  $50,000  more,  making  $575,000. 

It  therefore  appears  that  with  due  regard  for  the  taxpayers 
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and  a  consequent  avoidance  of  extravagant  appropriation  to 
which  the  treasury  surplus  is  always  a  temptation,  the  state 
tax  can  be  reduced  $100,000,  leaving  that  amount  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  cities  and  towns  in  addition  to  what  they  now 
receive  from  the  collections  of  the  state  treasurer  from  cor- 
porations, and  relieving  to  that  extent  the  burdens  of  local 
taxation  which  are  the  heaviest  that  our  people  have  to  bear. 
At  different  times  the  state  has  accepted  trust  funds,  interest 
on  which  it  has  obligated  itself  to  pay  perpetually  to  the  in- 
stitutions designated  as  beneficiaries.  The  largest  of  these  is 
the  Benjamin  Thompson  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  New 
Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts, 
which  was  originally  $363,823.32,  and  has  been,  and  is  to  be, 
increased  by  the  state  until  January  30,  1910,  when  it  will 
amount  to  ^797,181.67,  on  which  four  per  cent,  interest,  or 
$31,887.27,  must  be  paid  to  the  institution  annually.  Other 
trust  funds  will  on  that  date  (January  30,  1910)  bring  the 
total  amount  to  nearly  a  million  dollars,  involving  an  annual 
interest  charge  of  $40,000.  It  has  been  suggested  that  in  or- 
der to  prepare  for  this  payment,  the  state  tax  should  be  left  as 
it  is,  $425,000,  and  from  the  surplus  it  will  yield  we  should 
accumulate  a  sinking  fund,  the  interest  on  which  will  meet 
that  upon  the  trust  funds.  This  involves  the  taxation  of  the 
present  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  future,  and  the  embarkment  of 
the  state  in  the  banking  business, — that  is,  the  investment  and 
management  of  large  sums  of  money,  which  I  think  should  be 
avoided.  If  we  pay  as  we  go,  and  while  we  are  going  cancel 
all  war  debts  and  other  obligations  incurred  to  meet  emergen- 
cies, leaving  to  those  who  will  succeed  us  to  provide  for  their 
expenses,  we  shall  do  our  whole  duty  in  that  regard.  As 
suggested,  it  is  to  be  constantly  considered  that  the  state  tax 
cannot  be  reduced  nor  a  sinking  fund  provided  unless  appro- 
priations are  rigidly  kept  within  the  limits  of  wise  economy. 
The  calls  for  state  aid  are  very  many  and  very  urgent,  and 
they  multiply  each  year.  They  are  all  made  upon  the  plea  that 
the  public  good  demands  them,  and  they  should  be  carefully 
scrutinized  and  responded  to,  to  such  an  extent  as  will  return 
to  the  people  of  the  state  as  a  whole  value  received  for  the 
money  appropriated. 
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It  is  always  to  be  considered  that  hearings  upon  petitions 
for  appropriations  from  the  state  treasury  are  ex  parte.  Those 
who  hope  to  profit  by  such  grants  are  often  the  only  ones  to 
appear.  The  many  who  pay  the  taxes  are  too  busily  engaged 
in  earning  and  saving  money  with  which  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  tax  collectors  to  present  their  opinions  to  the  Legis- 
lature, but  it  is  clearly  our  duty  to  constantly  bear  in  mind 
that  we  are  the  servants  of  the  masses,  that  what  they  cannot 
afford  they  should  not  be  compelled  to  pay  for  by  any  act  of 
ours.  In  the  past  the  state  expenditures  have  not  been  on  a 
niggardly  scale.  They  have  been  profuse.  In  my  judgment 
they  should  not  exceed  in  the  near  future  those  of  the  last  two 
years,  and  ifl  can  prevent  it,  they  shall  not.  The  argument 
that  we  are  getting  out  of  debt,  that  our  revenues  from  the 
taxation  of  railroads,  insurance,  telegraph,  and  telephone  com- 
panies is  steadily  increasing,  and  that  we  can  therefore  aflbrd 
what  we  could  not  last  year,   is  more  specious  than  sound. 

It  is  true  that  the  corporation  taxes  are  constantly  in- 
creased and  that  the  interest  charge  disappears  as  the  war 
debt  is  cancelled,  but  these  changes  should  be  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  great  body  of  taxpayers  rather  than  the  favored 
few.  In  restricting  ourselves  to  expenditures  that  are  just 
and  necessary,  it  is  not  enough  that  we  refuse  to  authorize 
obligations  in  support  of  new  undertakings  which  are  pre- 
sented in  the  name  of  education,  charity,  and  material 
progress,  but  which  are  of  questionable  promise.  If  there 
are  offices  that  can  be  dispensed  with  without  injury  to  the 
public,  they  should  be  abolished.  If  there  are  projects  and 
plans  which  have  secured  state  approval  and  have  proved  to 
be  too  costly,  they  should  be  abandoned.  It  is  no  part  of 
our  duty  to  drive  home  entering  wedges  that  have  been  set 
into  the  state  treasury. 

Savings  Banks. 

The  savings  banks  that  withstood  the  storms  of  1S93  and 
1S94  are  steadily  recovering  from  the  depression  of  that 
period,  and  are  now  on  safe  ground.  The  amount  due 
their  depositors  increased  from  $57,078,433.15  in  1901  to 
$60,249,862.29  in   1902,   a  gain  of  $3,171 ,429.14,  and    their 
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assets  from  $66,846,692.53  to  $70,725,954.79,  a  gain  of 
$3,879,262.26.  With  this  margin  of  guaranty  they  are  more 
than  solvent,  and  with  their  conservative  investment  policy, 
which  seeks  safety  rather  than  high  rates  of  interest,  they 
merit  the  confidence  which  they  command  among  those  who 
intrust  their  savings  to  their  management.  Thirty-one  banks 
were  in  process  of  liquidation  January  30,  1900.  The  as- 
signees have  made  final  distribution  of  the  assets  of  thirteen 
of  these  to  stockholders  and  closed  their  accounts.  Four 
others  have  paid  dividends  since  June  30,  1902,  and  will 
soon  be  taken  from  the  list.  The  aggregate  dividends  to 
depositors  have  ranged  from  60  to  100  per  cent.,  averaging 
about  So  per  cent.  To  the  average  shortage  of  20  per  cent,  must 
be  added  interest  since  the  institutions  were  closed,  but  even 
with  this  the  loss  is  much  smaller  than  was  apprehended.  The 
failure  of  these  banks  has  left  localities  without  savings-bank 
accommodations  and  this,  with  other  considerations,  has 
induced  some  national  banks  to  open  accounts  with  de- 
positors to  whom  a  small  rate  of  interest  is  paid,  thus  doing 
a  savings-bank  business.  It  is  charged  that  deposits,  while 
legally  taxable  to  the  owners  as  money  in  hand,  escape  the 
taxation  which  those  in  savings  banks  are  compelled  to 
bear  and  are  therefore  unjustly  favored,  and  it  is  also  claimed 
that  this  growing  practice,  in  places  where  there  are  sound 
savings  banks,  diverts  business  which  they  were  chartered  to 
do  and  have  a  right  to.  It  is  suggested  that  the  national  banks 
should  be  required  to  make  returns  which  will  disclose  to  the 
local  assessors  the  ownership  of  the  interest-bearing  deposits 
that  they  may  be  taxed  at  the  local  rates,  which  would  un- 
doubtedly result  in  their  withdrawal  and  investment  elsewhere. 

In  the  brief  time  since  the  subject  was  called  to  my  attention 
I  have  been  unable  to  satisfy  myself  that  this  is  advisable 
unless  it  be  so  extended  as  to  include  all  deposits  that  are 
taxable  under  our  laws,  but  I  ask  for  it  your  careful  con- 
sideration, as  it  deeply  affects  the  savings-bank  interests, 
which  it  is  tiie  true  policy  of  the  state  to  protect. 

The  building  and  loan  associations,  which  have  assets 
amounting  to  $1 ,740,116.64,  and  28,867  shares  outstanding, 
are  apparently  sound  and  successful. 
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Railroads. 

The  steam  railroads  of  New  Hampshire  appear  to  be 
permanently  fixed  in  three  great  systems,  all  of  which  have 
tide-water  terminals  in  other  states  and  far-reaching  western 
connections. 

Of  the  1,190  miles  of  line,  1,038  miles  are  operated  by 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  100  miles  by  the  Maine  Cen- 
tral, and  52  miles  by  the  Grand  Trunk.  The  consolidations 
by  which  this  grouping  has  been  effected,  and  earnings  have 
been  distributed  over  great  systems,  have  been  of  great  ad- 
vantage to  our  people,  especially  those  of  sparsely  settled 
sections,  who  have  accommodations  and  rates  that  could  not 
have  been  afforded  them  if  the  roads  had  not  been  united  and 
were  obliged  to  bear  the  expense  and  depend  upon  the  earn- 
ings of  independent  operation.  I  am  not  aware  that  the 
corporations  in  control  of  these  roads  are  refusing  or  neg- 
lecting to  perform  their  duty  to  the  public,  that  there  is  any 
demand  for  an  extension  of  the  existing  lines,  or  that  any 
radical  changes  in  the  laws  relating  to  steam  railways  are 
needed  or  will  be  asked  for. 

Since  January  i,  1903,  the  electric  track  mileage  has  in- 
creased from  1 38  to  226  miles  and  the  capitalization  of  these 
enterprises  from  $2,964,339  to  $5,659,083.  A  beginning 
has  been  made  upon  about  twenty  miles  more,  and  there  are 
charters  covering  about  150  miles  of  line  that  have  not  been 
used.  Such  expansion  of  development  and  opportunity  evi- 
dences the  soundness  of  the  street  railway  policy  which  is 
formulated  in  our  statutes  and  faithfully  carried  out  by  our 
authorities  to  whom  has  been  committed  the  execution  of 
those  laws. 

Manufactures. 

Manufacturing  constitutes  the  chief  industry  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, with  $88,943,325  invested,  employing  76,667  wage- 
earners  in  1901,  to  whom  was  paid  in  wages  and  salaries 
$30,160,446,  and  marketing  a  product  to  the  value  of  $111,- 
933.030,  an  increase  of  $8,503,477  over  the  previous  year. 
In  the  enactment  of  laws  bearing  upon  this  great  industry, 
consideration    should    be  given    to    the    rights  of  capital     as 
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well  as  the  rights  of  labor.  There  should  also  be  careful 
study  of  the  effect  of  proposed  legislation  upon  the  welfare 
of  the  people  engaged  in  various  industries  and  professions 
established  around  manufacturing  plants  constituting  our 
thrifty  cities  and  villages.  The  state  of  New  Hampshire, 
in  common  with  other  states,  has  established  a  Bureau  of 
Labor  for  the  investigation  of  conditions  existing  between 
capital  and  labor.  The  report  recently  issued  by  the  bu- 
reau will  give  the  result  of  its  investigations  in  various 
important  matters. 

Agriculture. 
The  29,334  farms  valued,  including  equipment,  at  $85,842,- 
096,  furnish  employment  to  38,782  people,  or  twenty-one  per 
cent,  of  the  population  of  the  state,  while  as  many  more  peo- 
ple are  directly  dependent  upon  agriculture  for  support.  This 
industry  is  only  second  in  value  to  manufacturing,  and  is  enti- 
tled to  greater  consideration  by  the  legislature  than  its  relative 
magnitude  would  indicate.  It  is  not  expected  that  you  will 
discriminate  in  favor  of  this  or  any  other  industry,  but  it  is 
important  that  no  unjust  burdens  be  placed  upon  the  farmers 
of  the  state  in  taxation  or  otherwise  by  the  enactment  of  laws 
having  for  their  object  the  public  welfare.  Recent  changes  in 
agriculture  require  a  better  knowledge  of  the  science  in  order 
to  make  the  industry  profitable,  and  you  will  doubtless  con- 
sider the  means  of  imparting  this  special  knowledge  as  im- 
portant as  any  educational  work.  This  is  the  chief  function 
of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  an  important  state  depart- 
ment, and  also  of  the  Dairymen's  association  and  Horticul- 
tural society,  voluntary  associations  given  state  aid.  The 
Grange  is  a  vigorous  organization  of  25,000  members  without 
state  aid  that  is  exerting  an  influence  of  great  value  for  better 
farming  methods  and  increased  intelligence  and  culture  among 
the  rural  people.  There  are  many  reasons  for  protecting  and 
promoting  agriculture  in  legislative  matters  so  far  as  is  con- 
sistent with  other  state  interests. 

Fish  and  Game. 
The  fish  and  game  interests  have  become  an  important  fac- 
tor in  the  state's  development,   and   the  rigid   enforcement   of 
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wise  laws  is  essential,  although  it  may  seem  to  infringe  upon 
property  rights  of  individual  owners.  The  legislation  reduc- 
ing the  number  of  fish  hatcheries  was  in  the  right  direction, 
and  the  general  closing  of  public  waters  against  fishing 
through  the  ice  is  looked  upon  with  favor  by  true  sportsmen 
and  those  having  the  advancement  of  the  fish  and  game  inter- 
ests of  the  state  at  heart.  The  70,000  acres  of  water  in  New 
Hampshire  afibrd  an  opportunity  for  producing  a  vast  quan- 
tity of  food  material  and  unlimited  sporting  facilities  under 
wise  legislative  action.  The  marked  increase  in  deer  and 
their  frequent  appearance  are  evidence  of  the  practical  work- 
ing of  wise  laws  protecting  them.  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
importance  of  the  fish  and  game  interests  of  the  state. 

Forestry. 

If  New  Hampshire  is  to  retain  her  supremacy  as  a  summer 
resort  state,  it  is  essential  that  practical  means  be  employed 
for  the  preservation  and  extension  of  our  existing  forest  area. 
The  work  undertaken  thus  far  has  been  chiefly  directed  to  se- 
curing a  more  rational  treatment  of  the  forest  cover  by  the 
larger  landowners  and  lumbering  concerns,  and  to  promoting 
public  sentiment  in  favor  of  forest  preservation.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  time  has  arrived  for  affirmative  action  on  the  part  of 
the  state  through  its  forestry  commission  by  cooperating  with 
landowners,  both  to  secure  needed  restrictions  in  the  harvest- 
ing of  the  timber  crop  now  standing,  and  to  take  steps  to  re- 
claim with  forest  growth  many  areas  which  are  now  naked  or 
unproductive.  It  is  also  suggested  that  as  preliminary  to 
future  work  in  scientific  forestry,  and  as  a  measure  calculated 
to  stimulate  an  immediate  wider  interest  in  the  attractiveness 
of  our  mountain  forests,  the  completion  of  the  topographic  sur- 
vey in  those  sections  is  a  matter  of  no  small  importance.  This 
work  was  begun  by  the  general  government  many  years  ago, 
but  was  never  completed  because  other  states,  by  cooperating 
to  share  the  expense  of  the  work,  have  secured  the  first  claim 
upon  the  services  of  the  field  workers.  You  will  give  due 
consideration  to  these  and  other  proposed  means  of  promoting 
the  forestry  interests,  constantly  bearing  in  mind  the  peculiar 
importance  of  forest  preservation  to  various  industries  of  the 
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state,  and  wisely  discriminating  between  extravagant  measures 
and  those  that  will  probably  yield  a  cash  return  commensu- 
rate with  the  expense  involved. 

Roads. 

The  building  and  maintenance  of  roads  that  will  adequately 
meet  the  reasonable  requirements  of  our  citizens  and  visitors, 
is  important  in  the  progress  and  development  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  state  has  made  annual  appropriations  for  moun- 
tain roads  and  has  built  a  section  of  stone  road  near  the  coast. 
With  these  exceptions  the  roads  of  the  state  have  been  con- 
structed and  repaired  under  local  authority  and  with  funds 
provided  by  local  taxation.  The  mileage  of  roads  is  given  as 
15,582,  forty-seven  towns  having  over  one  hundi'ed  miles 
each,  and  one  town,  three  hundred  miles.  You  will  have 
submitted  for  your  considei'ation  various  plans  for  providing 
state  aid  for  roads  in  rural  towns  and  for  the  construction  of 
roads  between  j^opulous  sections  of  the  state.  The  importance 
of  good  roads  to  the  development  of  the  summer  industry,  and 
their  value  to  residents  of  the  state,  suggest  a  liberal  policy 
in  dealing  with  the  subject.  Thus  far  the  mone}'^  appropri- 
ated by  the  state  has  been  with  reference  to  no  fixed  system 
but  in  response  to  demands  from  various  localities.  To  what- 
ever extent  the  financial  credit  of  the  state  is  involved  in  se- 
curing better  roads,  action  should  be  based  upon  a  recognition 
of  the  interests  of  the  rural  towns  as  well  as  of  populous  cen- 
ters, and  should  require  the  payment  of  a  just  proportion  of 
the  cost  of  the  roads  by  the  taxpayers  of  the  locality  where 
roads  are  constructed,  and  by  the  abutting  landowners  whose 
property  is  enhanced.  This  involves  a  fixed  state  policy  in 
place  of  the  uncertain  policy  heretofore  prevailing.  The  ex- 
pense involved  in  the  execution  of  such  a  policy,  and  the  ad- 
vantages to  be  derived  by  the  people  of  the  state  therefrom,  are 
the  factors  to  be  considered  in  legislating  upon  this  matter,  to 
which  I  invite  your  attention. 

The  Summer  Industry. 

The  peculiar  advantages  of  New  Hampshire  as  a  health  and 
pleasure  resort  render  a  consideration  of  the  subject  a  matter 
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of  importance.  Eight  million  dollars  annually  expended  in 
the  state  by  summer  tourists  and  three  million  dollars  already 
expended  here  by  people  from  outside  the  state  in  building, 
equipping,  and  adorning  summer  homes,  generally  replacing 
decaying  structures,  yield  a  revenue  to  a  large  number  of  peo- 
ple, while  the  presence  of  summer  visitors  adds  a  charm  to 
rural  life  through  increased  social  and  mental  recreation.  The 
summer  industry  is  not  of  a  nature  to  require  state  super- 
vision or  control,  yet  the  work  of  the  various  departments  is 
closely  connected  with  it.  Whatever  contributes  to  giving 
wider  publicity  to  the  healthful  conditions  and  scenic  attrac- 
tions of  the  state,  to  more  plentiful  fish  and  game,  and  ex- 
tended forest  cover,  to  better  roads  and  more  attractive  road- 
sides, to  the  health  and  safety  of  rural  life,  will  aid  in  the  de- 
velopment of  this  important  industry.  An  intelligent  presen- 
tation of  the  advantages  of  New  Hampshire  as  a  health  and 
pleasure  resort  at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition,  at  moderate  cost, 
would  be  useful  in  more  widely  extending  the  fame  of  our 
state  in  this  respect. 

State  Board  of  Health. 

The  work  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  so  well  known  that 
little  need  be  said  of  it  at  this  time.  During  the  existence  of 
the  board,  and  largely  through  its  efforts,  important  sanitary 
laws  have  been  enacted,  efficient  local  boards  of  health  have 
been  established,  the  public  educated  to  a  greater  degree  than 
ever  before  in  the  restriction  and  prevention  of  many  diseases, 
in  the  dangers  of  unsanitary  environment,  in  the  evils  of  con- 
taminated water  supplies,  and  on  many  other  subjects  inti- 
mately connected  with  public  health.  The  board  has  large 
executive  authority  in  the  management  of  epidemic  diseases, 
and  in  this  respect  has  has  been  of  material  aid  to  many  towns. 
Its  indirect  sanitary  supervision  of  our  summer-resort  locali- 
ties is  an  especially  valuable  work.  In  addition  to  its  duties 
as  a  State  Board  of  Health,  the  board  also  has  charge  of  the 
registration  of  vital  statistics,  and  in  18S9  was  constituted  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Lunacy;  it  renders,  therefore, 
three  reports  to  the  Legislature,  containing  the  details  of  the 
work  in  these  several  departments. 
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Insurance. 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  fire  insurance  companies  are 
authorized  by  the  insurance  department  to  do  business  in  New- 
Hampshire.  The  entire  business  transacted  by  these  compa- 
nies.in  the  state  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1901,  was 
$111,581,480.96,  upon  which  premiums  amounting  to  $875,- 
364.92  were  paid.  Twenty-four  life  insurance  companies 
during  the  same  period  collected  premiums  to  the  amount  of 
$1,556,680.95,  and  paid  losses  amounting  to  $723,688,17. 
Eight  fidelity  and  surety  and  seventeen  casualty  companies 
wrote  policies  amounting  to  $29,392,117,  upon  which  premi- 
ums were  received  amounting  to  $149,826.15,  and  losses  were 
paid  amounting  to  $49,835.42.  Thirty-five  fraternal  bene- 
ficiary associations  received  in  assessments  $382,627.88,  and 
paid  in  losses  $341,448.54.  The  entire  amount  of  premiums 
and  assessments  received  by  all  authorized  companies  and  as- 
sociations for  the  business  year  ending  December  31,  1901, 
was  $3^583,438.78.  The  entire  amount  paid  the  state  treas- 
urer by  all  authorized  companies  for  fees  and  taxes  for  the 
same  period  was  $65,033.35.  The  companies  authorized  to 
do  business  here  include  some  of  the  best  in  the  country  and 
good  risks  can  find  ample  protection. 

National  Guard. 

The  National  Guard  consists  of  one  brigade  of  two  twelve- 
company  regiments  of  infantry,  one  four-gun  light  battery,  one 
troop  of  cavalry,  a  signal  corps,  and  a  hospital  corps.  The 
present  strength  of  the  force  is  one  hundred  and  ten  commis- 
sioned ofiicers  and  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-four 
enlisted  men.  The  state  camp  ground,  the  arsenal,  and  the 
regimental  stables  are  in  excellent  condition.  It  is  reported 
that  two  regimental  mess  halls  are  needed  to  replace  those 
built  years  ago  and  now  in  poor  condition.  The  rigid  disci- 
pline enforced  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  National  Guard 
has  resulted  in  a  degree  of  efliiciency  in  military  tactics  that 
reflects  great  credit  upon  those  in  command,  and  must  be 
pleasing  to  the  people  of  the  state. 
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Education. 

The  educational  department  of  the  state  government  has 
been  given  increased  responsibilities  in  recent  years  by  the 
enactment  of  laws  bearing  upon  education  and  imposing  new 
duties  upon  the  department.  The  enforcement  of  the  truancy 
law,  the  designation  of  high  schools  and  academies  entitled  to 
receive  tuition  from  towns  under  the  act  of  1901,  and  deter- 
mining the  apportionment  of  money  appropriated  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools  in  towns  entitled  to  state  aid  under  the  act  of 
1899,  enable  the  department  to  exert  an  influence  for  the  cause 
of  education  heretofore  unknown  in  the  state.  That  such  leg- 
islative action  has  been  wise  is  manifested  in  the  longer  school 
year  and  increased  average  attendance.  The  rural  educational 
facilities  have  been  broadened  with  no  injury  or  injustice  to 
New  Hampshire's  general  educational  facilities. 

State    Prison,    Industriai.    School,    Normal    School, 
State  Hospital,  and  School  for  Feeble- 
minded Children. 

You  will  be  furnished  with  the  reports  of  those  in  charge  of 
the  State  Prison,  the  State  Hospital,  the  Normal  School,  the 
Industrial  School,  and  the  School  for  Feeble-minded  Children, 
which  will  inform  you  of  the  work,  condition,  and  wants  of 
these  institutions,  all  of  which  the  state  is  under  obligation  to 
sustain  without  niggardliness  and  without  prodigality.  So  far 
as  I  can  learn  they  are  well  managed  and  there  is  no  reason  for 
changing  the  laws  which  govern  their  operation.  Their  finan- 
cial needs,  if  any,  should  be  carefully  investigated  and  intelli- 
gently provided  for. 

Dartmouth  College. 

Dartmouth  college  provides  for  the  higher  education  of 
New  Hampshire,  apart  from  that  given  by  the  Agricultural 
college,  the  academies,  the  high  schools,  and  the  Normal 
school,  and,  of  the  students  in  Dartmouth,  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  from  New  Hampshire  are  in  the  academic  de- 
partment. The  cost  to  the  college  of  education  per  man,  as 
calculated  by  the  officers,  is  $250  a  year,  which  would  make 
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the  cost  of  educating  the  New  Hampshire  contingent  $47,000. 
Deduct  from  this  sum  the  amount  received  from  tuition  paid 
by  them,  and  from  scholarship  moneys  the  income  of  which  is 
devoted  to  New  Hampshire  students,  and  the  balance  of  cost 
of  educating  New  Hampshire  men  above  receipts  is  $37,055, 
which  is  paid  from  the  income  of  invested  funds. 

T'he  state  of  New  Hampsliire  has  established  a  policy  in 
higher  education  that  is  exceedingly  liberal.  It  requires  towns 
to  pay  high  school  tuition  for  resident  students  who  attend  ap- 
proved high  schools  elsewhere  ;  it  contributes  liberally  to  the 
support  of  the  Agricultural  college  in  order  that  students  may 
have  special  instruction  at  reasonable  rates  ;  it  maintains  the 
Normal  school  that  teachers  may  obtain  proper  education  and 
training  ;  and  while  the  Agricultural  college  and  the  Normal 
school  are  state  institutions  under  state  control,  as  Dartmouth 
is  not,  it  seems  just  and  consistent  that,  as  New  Hampshire  is 
freed  by  this  college  from  supporting  a  similar  institution  of  its 
own,  it  should  to  some  extent  contribute  to  Dartmouth's  ex- 
penses when  its  income  from  other  sources  is  insufficient. 

Agricultural  College. 

The  Agricultural  college  derives  its  chief  financial  support 
from  the  national  government,  receiving  annually  therefrom 
$25,000  for  instruction,  and  $15,000  for  the  support  of  the 
experiment  station  connected.  Under  the  acts  of  congress 
making  these  appropriations,  the  management  of  the  institu- 
tion is  vested  in  the  state  through  a  board  of  trustees,  and  the 
state  by  annual  appropriation  and  the  interest  on  trust  funds 
contributes  about  $10,000  to  its  maintenance.  In  1910  the 
income  from  the  Benjamin  Thompson  trust  fund  will  be 
available,  amounting  to  $31,887.27  annually.  The  studies 
taught  in  this  college  are  those  relating  to  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts  and  those  pertaining  to  the  various  industries 
connected  therewith,  yet  the  prominent  object  in  view  in  the 
establishment  of  the  institution  through  the  enactment  of  laws 
by  congress,  and  by  the  action  of  those  who  have  made  be- 
quests for  its  support,  was  the  advancement  of  agriculture  by 
educating  and  training  men  in  this  great  science.  A  com- 
mittee will  visit  the  college,  where   it  will  be  learned  that  the 
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state,  in  proportion  to  its  wealth,  has  been  liberal  in  provid- 
ing the  buildings  forming  the  basis  of  a  magnificent  institu- 
tion dedicated  primarily  to  the  cause  of  agriculture.  I  urge 
upon  you  to  become  familiar  with  the  conditions  and  needs  of 
this  college,  and  to  take  such  action  as  will  make  the  insti- 
tution especially  influential  in  promoting  agriculture  and 
successful  along  the  line  contemplated  by  its  founder  and  ben- 
efactors. 

Automobiles. 

There  is  a  widespread,  earnest,  and  just  feeling  that  some 
restrictions  or  regulations  should  be  put  upon  the  use  of  our 
public  highways  by  automobiles.  These  vehicles  have  come 
to  us  by  the  evolution  of  the  age  and  are  to  be  accepted  as 
improvements  ;  but  when  recklessly  used,  as  they  often  are, 
they  are  unquestionably  a  menace  to  life  and  property  and  a 
terror  to  our  citizens,  who  have  built,  and  are  entitled  to  the 
use  of,  roads  and  streets  from  which  they  are  debarred  by  fear 
of  meeting  these  machines.  While  no  one  would  close  our 
thoroughfares  against  such  carriages,  some  reasonable  legisla- 
tion which  will  compel  their  owners  to  respect  the  rights  of 
others  is  desirable.  I  commend  the  subject  to  your  careful 
consideration. 

Liquor   Laws. 

The  people  of  this  state  have  been  very  generally  forced  by 
observation  and  experience  to  the  conclusion  that  our  statutes 
relating  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  beverages  have  failed,  in 
our  larger  cities  and  towns,  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for 
which  they  were  enacted,  and  there  is  therefore  a  very  wide- 
spread demand  for  a  change  in  these  laws.  No  subject  has 
been  more  thoroughly  considered  or  is  better  understood  by 
the  people  than  this,  and  no  local  question  was  more  promi- 
nently an  issue  in  the  recent  election  which  resulted  in  our 
assignment  to  the  positions  we  occupy,  in  which  we  are  the 
servants  of  the  people  who  are  individually  as  interested  as 
any  of  us,  and  collectively  wiser  than  all  of  us,  in  the  matter. 
Most  of  you  have  come  here  commissioned  by  your  constit- 
uents to   bring  about  changes  in  our  statutes  which  will  make 
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them  more  effective  in  restraining  and  regulating  the  traffic  in 
intoxicants,  and  thereby  lessen,  so  far  as  it  is  possible,  the 
manifold  evils  of  intemperance.  I  shall  gladly  cooperate 
with  you  in  what  you  may  do  in  obedience  to  this  mandate, 
by  approving  any  well-considered  enactment  in  which  is 
formulated  the  judgment  of  the  good  citizens  of  the  state. 

Labor  Legislation. 

Much  of  the  prosperity  of  New  Hampshire  has  been  due  to 
the  amicable  relations  that  have  generally  existed  between 
capital  and  labor,  which  have  worked  together  to  promote 
their  mutual  interests.  Some  differences  have  arisen  between 
wage-workers  and  their  employers  which  have  caused  tem- 
porary suspensions  of  production,  but  we  have  been  free  from 
the  prolonged  and  destructive  labor  wars  that  have  paralyzed 
industry,  skill,  and  enterprise,  making  capital  unprofitable 
and  impoverishing  labor,  elsewhere.  This  is  to  be  credited 
to  the  intelligence  and  fairness  of  both  parties,  and  is  full  of 
promise  for  the  future,  in  which  only  the  optimist  can  fail  to 
see  disastrous  possibilities  unless  there  is  a  spirit  of  justice 
and  concession,  which  is  lacking  in  some  sections  of  the 
country.  We  must  hereafter  depend  mainly,  as  we  have  so 
successfully  done  heretofore,  upon  the  character  of  our  people 
to  save  us  from  such  evils. 

Nevertheless  something  has  been,  and  more  doubtless  can 
be,  effected  by  legislation,  and  whatever  will  reduce  the 
hours  of  labor  or  otherwise  safeguard  our  workers  without 
crippling  employers  and  impairing  their  ability  to  furnish 
work  and  pay  wages,  or  unnecessarily  abridging  the  right  of 
every  man  of  sound  mind  to  work  when,  where,  and  upon 
what  terms  he  pleases,  should  be  enacted. 

Located  as  we  are,  far  away  from  the  bases  of  manufacturing 
supplies  and  the  principal  markets  for  manufiictured  products, 
and  therefore  at  a  disadvantage  as  compared  with  others,  it  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  we  can  lead  the  way  in  making  laws 
to  limit  the  time  people  shall  labor  or  in  instituting  other  de- 
sirable reforms.  If  we  keep  abreast  of,  or  very  close  to, 
those  more  favorably  situated,  it  is  all  that  can  reasonably  be 
demanded.     We  have  thus  far  pursued  a  conservative  course 
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and  the  result  proves  it  to  have  been  a  wise  one.  We  have 
not  only  had  comparative  exemption  from  strikes  and  lock- 
outs, but  our  wage-workers  are  as  well  paid,  and  in  every  way 
as  well  treated,  as  those  engaged  in  the  same  lines  anywhere. 
Factory  operatives  especially,  who  seek  to  better  their  con- 
dition, do  not  leave  New  Hampshire  and  go  to  other  states; 
they  come  here  when  they  can  find  openings.  These  facts 
are  so  well  known  and  appreciated  that  there  is  little  disagree- 
ment between  the  great  majority  of  our  wage-workers  and 
broad-minded,  fair-dealing  employers.  That  a  few  unreason- 
able and  over-greedy  capitalists  and  professional  agitators, 
who  live  by  stirring  up  strife,  stand  in  the  way  of  a  peaceable 
and  satisfactory  solution  of  the  labor  problem  here,  by  the  en- 
actment of  such  laws  as  will  be  for  the  good  of  all  concerned, 
is  not  to  be  denied,  but,  with  these  ignored  as  they  should  be, 
the  great  mass  of  our  employed  and  employers  can,  I  believe, 
be  trusted  to  meet  upon  common  and  safe  ground,  and  I  do 
not  apprehend  that  you  will  have  serious  difficulty  in  making 
the  statutes  conform  to  the  wishes  of  both. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  assure  you  of  my  earnest  cooper- 
ation in  all  legislative  matters  having  for  their  object  the  wel- 
fare of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire.  In  our  deliberations 
we  should  constantly  be  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  we  repre- 
sent the  people  by  whose  suffrage  we  occupy  our  various 
positions,  and  to  whom  we  must  make  return  of  our  steward- 
ship when  our  duties  have  ended.  I  think  we  understand 
that  the  interest  of  the  people  will  be  best  served,  and  the 
honor  and  dignity  of  the  state  best  maintained  by  an  economi- 
cal administration  and  the  enactment  of  but  few  laws.  It  will 
be  well  to  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  there  is  more  to  be  feared 
from  too  much  than  from  too  little  legislation.  I  am  confident 
that  all  legislative  matters  coming  before  you  will  receive  care- 
ful attention,  and  that  you  will  reach  such  wise  conclusions  as 
will  redound  to  your  credit  and  the  welfare  of  the  good  people 
of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.

An  examination  and  audit  of  accounts  of  the  state  treasurer 
for  the  seven  months  from  May  31  to  December  31,  1902, 
has  been  made  by  the  committee  of  the  Honorable  Council 
and  accountant,  and  the  result  is  herewith  submitted. 

All  the  revenue  for  the  seven  months  has  been  credited  to 
the  state,  and  all  disbursements  have  been  made  in  accordance 
with  the  statutes,  and  vouchers  are  on  file  for  the  same. 

We  find  all  books  and  accounts  carefully  and  accurately 
kept,  and  everything  pertaining  to  the  office  reflects  great 
credit  on  the  treasurer  and  his  assistants. 

But  little  more  income  can  be  expected  before  October  next, 
when  corporation  taxes  will  be  due  ;  meantime,  disbursements 
to  towns,  the  running  expenses  of  the  state,  including  expen- 
ses of  the  legislature,  three-quarters  of  a  year's  salaries  of  all 
state  and  court  officers,  interest  on  bonded  debt,  and  redemption 
of  maturing  bonds  will  very  largely  reduce  the  cash  balance.

present,  prosecute,  and  recover  before  the  Congress,  any  De- 
partment, the  Court  of  Claims,  or  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  any  claim  or  claims  of  said  State  against  the 
United  States,  for  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  properly  incur- 
red by  said  State  for  enrolling,  subsisting,  clothing,  arming, 
equipping,  paying,  and  transporting  the  troops  of  said  wState, 
employed  in  aiding  to  suppress  the  insurrection  against  the 
United  States  between  the  years  1861  and  1865,  both  inclu- 
sive, under  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  Act  to  indemnify 
the  States  for  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  defense  of  the 
United  States,"  approved  July  27th,  1861.  And  said  Horace 
S.  Cummings  shall  have  and  receive  for  his  legal  services  in 
and  about  said  matter,  a  sum  equal  to  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the 
entire  sum  collected,  payable  only  out  of  any  sums  that  may 
be  collected  hereunder,  and  without  any  liability  on  the  part 
of  the  State  for  expenses  in  connection  therewith. 

And  in  consideration  of  the  premises  said  Horace  S.  Cum- 
mings agrees  to  undertake  the  presentation  and  prosecution  of 
said  claims  at  the  compensation  above  stated  and  without  any 
liability  on  behalf  of  the  State  for  his  expenses  in  connection 
therewith. 

In  witness  whereof  said  State  of  New  Hampshire  has 
caused  these  presents  to  be  signed  by  the  said  George  A. 
Ramsdell,  its  Governor,  and  its  seal  to  be  hereto  affixed  and 
said  Horace  S.  Cummings  has  hereunto  set  his  hand  and  seal, 
the 'day  and  year  first  above  written.

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Amend  section  i  by  inserting  after  tlie  word  "  through  "  in 
the  eleventh  line  of  said  section  the  following:  "through 
Pleasant  street,  Marcy  street  and  Newcastle  avenue  in." 

Further  amend  section  i  by  striking  out  the  words  "some 
convenient  point "  in  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  lines  of  said 
section,  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words,  "  a  point  in  the 
highway  near  Green's  restaurant."  Amend  section  2  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  word  "  provisions  "  in  line  11  of  said  section, 
and  adding  after  the  said  word  "  provisions"  the  words  "  of 
the  general  laws." 

So  that  said  sections  i  and  3  as  amended  will  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

Section  i.  That  Edwin  D.  Rand,  Albert  W.  Hanscom, 
Thaddeus  Talton,  Howard  M.  Curtis,  and  James  W.  Prid- 
ham,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made 
a  corporation  by  the  name  of  "  Portsmouth  and  Newcastle 
Street  Railway  Company,"  with  power  to  construct,  main- 
tain, and  operate  a  railway  with  convenient  branches,  connec- 
tions, sidings,  poles,  wires,  turnouts,  and  sv/itches  from  some 
convenient  point  in  the  town  of  Portsmouth,  beginning  at  a 
spike  in  the  ground  at  the  track  of  the  Portsmouth  Electric 
Railway  on  Market  square,  thence  in  and  through  Pleasant 
street,  Marcy  street,  and  Newcastle  avenue  in  said  city  of 
Poitsmouth  and  through  and  in  the  town  of  Newcastle  to  a 
point  in  the  highway  near  Green's  restaurant  in  the  town  of 
Newcastle  ;  and  in  said  towns  said  street  railway  may  be  con- 
structed upon  and  over  such  highways  and  lands  as  may  be 
necessary  ;  and  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise  any 
property  of  bridge  corporations  or  others  met  with  in  its 
course,  and  may  carry  on  the  business  of  said  corporation,  or 
others,  as  may  be  needful  for  the  operation  of  the  said  railway  ; 
and  may  also  construct  and  maintain  suitable  buildings,  dams, 
water  and  other  motors,  engines,  electric  and  other  machinery 
for  the  generation  of  electricity  or  other  motive  power,  except 
steam,  for  the  operation  of  said  railwav. 

Sect.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 
exceed  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shai'es  of  a  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  ;  but  said 
company  may  issue  capital  stock  and  bonds  to  such  an  amount 
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only  as  may  be  necessary  to  construct  and  equip  said  railway, 
including  the  amount  required  to  provide  motive  power  for  the 
operation  thereof;  and  its  bonded  and  other  indebtedness  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  actually  paid 
in.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  and  bonds  to  be  so  issued 
from  time  to  time  shall  be  determined  and  issued  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  general  laws. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted,  and  the 
bill  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed.  On  motion  of  Mr.  French 
of  Moultonborough,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  printing 
of  the  bill  dispensed  with.  The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a 
third  reading.  On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  the  rules 
were  further  suspended  and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  and 
passed  and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

Mr.  Morgan  of  Manchester,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads, 
to  whom  was  referred  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Uncanoonuc 
Incline  Railway  and  Development  Company,  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  report  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
ments, and  with  the  recommendation  that  said  bill,  as 
amended,  ought  to  pass  :

Further  amend  the  same  section  by  inserting  after  the  words 
"  in  Franconia  "  in  the  twentieth  line  of  said  section  the  fol- 
lowing words  :  "  provided  that  said  railway  shall  not  approach 
nearer  to  Bethlehem  village  than  Edward  E.  Bishop's  house  in 
said  Bethlehem,  except  upon  the  following  conditions  :  Said 
railway  corporation  may  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a 
branch  railway  from  some  convenient  point  on  its  line  afore- 
said, to  the  top  of  Mt.  Agassiz  in  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  and 
through  the  village  of  Bethlehem  to  a  point  near  and  oppo- 
site the  Maplewood  farm  buildings  in  said  Bethlehem, jjvovided 
that  said  town  of  Bethlehem,  at  a  meeting  of  its  legal  voters, 
the  warrant  for  which  shall  contain  a  proper  article  upon  this 
subject,  shall  vote  to  give  its  consent  to  the  construction,  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  such  branch  railway,  and  not  other- 
wise." 

So  that  said  section  i  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows  :

corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Littleton,  Franconia  and  Bethle- 
hem Street  Railway,  with  the  power  to  construct,  maintain,

TRUSTS. 

Article  S3  of  the  constitution  is  amended  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing :  Free  and  fair  competition  in  the  trades  and  industries 
is  an  inherent  and  essential  right  of  the  people  and  should  be 
protected  against  all  monopolies  and  conspiracies  which  tend 
to  hinder  or  destroy  it.  The  size  and  functions  of  all  corpo- 
rations should  be  so  limited  and  regulated  as  to  prohibit  ficti- 
tious capitalization,  and  provision  should  be  made  for  the 
supervision  and  government  thereof: 

Therefore,  all  just  power  possessed  by  the  state  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  general  court  to  enact  laws  to  prevent  the  oper- 
ations within  the  state  of  all  persons  and  associations,  and  all 
trusts  and  corporations,  foreign  or  domestic,  and  the  officers 
thereof,  who  endeavor  to  raise  the  price  of  any  article  of  com- 
merce or  to  destroy  free  and  fair  competition  in  the  trades  and 
industries  through  combination,  conspiracy,  monopoh',  or  any 
other  unfair  means  ;  to  control  and  regulate  the  acts  of  all  per- 
sons, associations,  corporations,  trusts  and  officials  doing 
business  within  the  state  ;  to  prevent  fictitious  capitalization  ; 
and  to  authorize  civil  and  criminal  proceedings  in  respect  to 
all  the  wrongs  herein  declared  against.

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FACTS   FOUND    IN   THE    CHARLES    H.    ROBERTS   CASE. 

This  case  as  presented  to  your  committee  offers  four  points 
for  consideration  : 

First:  Did  Mr.  Charles  H.  Roberts  have  an  appointment 
from  the  state  to  collect  certain  claims  against  the  United 
States  ? 

Second:  Under  this  appointment  did  he  make  collections 
for  the  state,  and  to  what  amount? 

Third:  Has  he  received  any  compensation  therefor.? 

Fourth:  What  is  a  reasonable  compensation.'' 

Your  committee  find  that  this  claimant,  Charles  H.  Roberts, 
who  had  previously  collected  large  sums  from  the  United 
States  for  the  state  (see  state  treasurer's  report),  was  on  the 
22d  day  of  April,  18S4,  recognized  as  the  agent  of  the  state 
for  the  collection  of  certain  other  claims.  The  official  vote  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  showing  his  authority,  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

"STATE   OF  NEW   HAMPSHIRE. 

"'  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

"  Concord,  April  28,  1884. 
"■Col.  Charles  H.  Roberts. 

"Dear  Sir:  At  a  meeting  of  the  Governor  and  Council 
held  AjDril  22d  inst.,  it  was  voted  that  '  Charles  H.  Roberts  is 
hei'eby  recognized  as  the  agent  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
for  the  prosecution  of  the  claims  against  the  United  States  for 
payment  of  interest  on  money  expended  on  account  of  recruit- 
ing, clothing,  arming  and  transporting  troops,  raised  for  the 
suppression  of  the  Rebellion,  and  for  the  refunding  of  the 
direct  tax  collected  from  the  state  ;  and  in  case  he  succeeds  in 
making  any  or  all  of  such  collections,  he  is  to  be  paid  a  I'ea- 
sonable  compensation,  otherwise,  to  receive  nothing.' 
"  Yours  truly,

Mr.  Roberts  was  before  the  committee  in  person  and  by 
counsel  ;  he  also  submitted  a  written  statement  as  to  his  ser- 
vices, and  we  had   letters  before  us  from  ex-Governor  David 
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H.  Goodell,  Hon.  John  A.  Spalding,  and  Hon.  Grosvenor  A. 

Curtice,  who  were   members  of  Governor  Hale's  Council  at 

the  time  the  above   mentioned   agreement  was  made.     These 

letters  are  as  follows  : 

"Antrim,  N.  H.,  Jan.  23,  1903. 
"  Col.  C.  H.  Roberts. 

"Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  of  yesterday  is  received.  I  am 
surprised  to  learn  that  you  have  never  received  any  compen- 
sation for  your  services  in  securing  money  for  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  from  the  U.  S.  government,  in  accordance 
with  the  agreement  made  with  you  by  the  Governor  and 
Council  in  1S84. 

"  Unless  some  explanation  can  be  made,  which  I  know 
nothing  of,  I  sincerely  hope  the  state  will,  without  further 
delay,  make  you  suitable  compensation.

Nashua,  N.  H.,  Jan.  19th,  1903. 
"My  Dear  Roberts: 

"  In  response  to  your  letter  of  recent  date  regarding  agree- 
ment of  Governor  Hale's  Council  with  you,  would  say,  that  I 
was  a  member  of  that  Council  and  know  that  the  whole  mat- 
ter was  carefully  considered.  It  was  not  thought  that  the 
U.  S.  government,  having  the  direct  tax  money  in  the  treas- 
ury, would  return  it  to  the  state,  or  that  the  interest  upon  our 
war  claim  would  be  allowed. 

"This  being  the  situation,  the  Governor  and  Council  were 
unwilling  to  obligate  the  state  to  pay  any  expense  unless  col- 
lections were  actually  made.  Hence,  the  agreement  provided 
that  you  should  take  all  the  risks. 

"  I  understand  that  after  the  direct  tax  money  had  been 
received  by  the  state,  Governor  Ramsdell  entered  into  a 
contract  with  other  parties  in  the  matter  of  interest.  Why  he 
should  have  done  so  I  cannot  tell.  I  hope  the  legislature  will 
place  a  liberal  construction  upon  the  words  '  reasonable  com- 
pensation,' and  pay  you  well  for  your  services.  I  am  sure 
you  are  entitled  to  it.

"My  Dear  Sir:  Referring  to  yours  of  some  days  ago,  I 
remember  in  your  appointment  by  Governor  Hale  as  state 
agent  no  compensation  was  agreed  upon,  but  that  it  should  be 
reason'able. 

"  I  was  surprised  to  learn  that  you  had  not  received  that 
compensation.  I  was  also  surprised  to  learn  that  a  subse- 
quent administration  had  appointed  another  agent  for  appar- 
ently the  same  purpose.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  the  sums 
of  money  recovered  by  the  state  in  iS9i-'94  should  have  set- 
tled any  question  as  to  your  competency  and  as  to  whether 
you  had  attended  to  your  duties  or  not. 

"  Your  claim  is  a  modest  one  and  should  be  settled  without 
haggling.  Anything  I  can  do  to  further  your  interests  I  shall 
be  glad  to  do.

It  appears  that  the  whole  matter  was  carefully  considered  ; 
that  the  claim  of  the  state  against  the  United  States  was  con- 
sidered of  such  a  doubtful  nature  that  they  were  unwilling  in 
any  way  to  obligate  the  state  to  pay  anything,  either  for  ser- 
vices or  expenses,  unless  collections  should  be  made.  This 
proposition  was  accepted  by  Air.  Roberts,  and,  as  he  stated, 
he  immediately  proceeded  to  Washington  and  commenced  his 
labors  in  the  direction  of  procuring  friendly  legislation.  It 
appears  that  at  this  time  a  bill  was  before  congress  for  the  re- 
funding of  the  direct  tax,  and  also  bills  before  the  committees 
of  both  Houses,  which,  had  they  been  enacted,  would  have 
opened  up  the  matter  of  payment  of  interest  to  the  states. 

On  March  2d,  1S91,  the  act  for  the  refunding  of  the  direct 
tax  finally  passed  congress  and  became  a  law.  Under  its  pro- 
visions the  state  of  New  Hampshire  received  one  hundred  and 
eighty-five  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  and 
sixty-seven  cents  ($185,645.67),  being  the  full  amount  of  its 
claim.  About  $181,000  was  received  in  the  year  iS9i,and 
the  last  payment  in  1894.  For  his  services,  which  extended 
over  a  period   of  six  years,  and  for   his  expenses  in  securing 
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the  refunding  of  the  tax,  amounting  to  $185,645.67,  Mr.  Rob- 
erts has  never  been  paid  anything.  (See  state  treasurer's 
reports  for  1902.) 

In  this  connection  we  may  state  that  we  had  before  us  a 
letter  from  Hon.  Hiram  A.  Tuttle,  who  was  governor  of  the 
state  when  this  money  was  received  into  the  state  treasury. 
His  letter  is  as  follows  : 

"  PiTTSFIELD,  N,   H.,  Nov.   2$. 

"My  Dear  Col.  Roberts: 

"  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  I  was  greatly  surprised  to  learn 
to-day  that  you  had  not  been  paid  for  your  services  as  agent 
of  the  state  in  the  matter  of  refunding  of  the  direct  tax.  The 
money  was  received  when  I  was  governor  of  the  state,  and 
had  you  made  your  claim  at  that  time  it  would  have  been 
paid,  or  if  legislative  action  was  needed,  I  should  have  recom- 
mended such  action.  There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  but 
that  you  should  be  paid  a  reasonable  compensation  for  that 
service,  also  for  what  you  did  and  was  prepared  to  do  in  the 
collection  of  interest,  paid  by  New  Hampshire  upon  money 
borrowed  to  pay  the  cost  of  raising  troops.  The  fact  that 
Governor  Ramsdell,  without  your  knowledge  and  without 
attempting  to  annul  your  contract,  made  an  agreement  with 
other  parties,  ought  not  to  affect  your  rights  or  weaken  your 
claim  against  the  state  for  what  your  contract  was  worth  to 
you. 

"  I  shall  be  glad  to  be  of  service  to  you,  and  you  are  at  lib- 
erty to  make  such  use  of  this  letter  as  you  may  think  best.

Mr.  Roberts  made  no  claim  for  compensation  when  this 
money  was  turned  over  to  the  state,  for  the  reason  that  the 
question  of  interest  was  still  pending. 

As  to  the  matter  of  interest  upon  the  money  expended  in 
raising  troops,  it  appears  that  the  state  of  New  York  took  a 
similar  claim  before  the  Court  of  Claims  ;  that  the  whole  mat- 
ter was  finally  taken  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  where  in   the  year  1S96  the  case  was  decided   in  favor 
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of  New  York.  The  justice  promulgating  the  decision  used 
the  following  language  : 

"  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  claim  of  the  state  for 
money  paid  on  account  of  interest  is  not  one  against  the 
United  States  for  interest  as  such,  but  it  is  a  claim  for  costs, 
charges,  and  expenses  properly  incurred  and  paid  by  the  state 
in  aid  of  the  general  government  and  is  embraced  by  the  act 
of  congress  declaring  that  the  states  would  be  indemnified  by 
the  general  government  for  money  so  expended."  (See  i6o 
U.  S.  Reports,  634.) 

This  decision  settled  the  law  for  all  the  states  having  simi- 
lar claims.  Mr.  Roberts  states  that  during  his  stay  in  Wash- 
ington in  the  winter  of  iSgS-gy  he  informed  himself  as  to  the 
necessary  steps  to  be  taken  to  bring  the  claim  for  interest 
before  the  Court  of  Claims  and  the  accounting  officers  of  the 
treasury  ;  that  he  came  to  Concord  in  June,  1897,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preparing  the  claim  for  presentation,  when  he  learned 
for  the  first  time  that  Governor  Ramsdell  had  entered  into  a 
contract  with  other  parties  to  collect  the  interest  claim,  but 
that  he  has  never  been  notified  that  his  services  as  agent  were 
no  longer  required,  nor  of  any  attempt  to  cancel  or  annul  his 
contract. 

Your  committee  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  Mr.  Roberts 
had,  under  the  terms  of  his  contract,  full  authority  to  proceed 
in  the  collection  of  the  interest;  the  money  expended  by  the 
state  being  the  money  borrowed  and  upon  which  interest  was 
paid  ;  and  it  would  seem  that  he  is  entitled  to  an  equitable 
consideration  for  what  he  did  in  preparing  himself  to  prose- 
cute that  part  of  the  claim  ;  but  we  believe  the  sum  for  which 
he  asks  to  be  no  more  than  a  "  reasonable  compensation"  for 
his  services  in  connection  with  the  refunding  of  the  direct  tax 
money. 

In  brief,  the  committee  find, — 

First :  That  the  said  Charles  H.  Roberts  did  have  an  ap- 
pointment from  the  state  to  collect  certain  claims. 

Second:  Under  this  appointment  that  he  did  make  collec- 
tions for  the  state  amounting  to  $185,645.67,  and 

Third :  That  he  has  not  received  any  compensation  there- 
for, and

Fourth :  That  the  amount  he  asks  for  is  no  more  than  a 
reasonable  compensation. 

The  reading  of  the  report  having  been  begun,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough,  the  rules  were  suspended 
and  the  further  reading  of  the  report  dispensed  with.  The 
report  was  then  accepted  and  the  joint  resolution  in  its  new 
draft  read  a  first  time  and  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Woodman  of  Concord,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary, 
reported  the  following  entitled  bill,  "An  act  to  amend  an  act 
passed  at  the  January  session,  1903,  entitled  'An  act  to 
amend  chapter  241  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1893,  entitled  "An 
act  to  establish  the  city  of  Laconia,"  '  and  repealing  chapter 
200  of  the  Laws  of  1901,  entitled  'An  act  to  amend  chapter

Memorandum  of  an  Appointment  and  Agreement, 
made  this  eleventh  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1S97,  by  and  between 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  by  the  Honorable  George  A. 
Ramsdell,  its  Governor,  on  the  one  part,  and  Horace  S.  Cum- 
mings of  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  the 
other  part,  Witnesseth  : 

That  the  said  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  considera- 
tion of  the  things  to  be  done  by  said  Hoi'ace  S.  Cummings 
as  hereinafter  set  forth,  hath  appointed,  and  by  these 
presents  doth  appoint,  said  Horace  S.  Cummings,  its  agent 
and  attorney,  to  present,  prosecute,  and  recover  before  the 
Congress,  any  Department,  the  Court  of  Claims,  or  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  any  claim  or  claims  of 
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said  State  against  the  United  States,  for  costs,  charges,  and 
expenses  pi'operly  incurred  by  said  state  for  enrolling,  subsist- 
ing, clothing,  supplying,  arming,  equipping,  paying,  and 
transporting  the  troops  of  said  State,  employed  in  aiding  to 
suppress  the  insurrection  against  the  United  States  between 
the  years  iS6i  and  1S65,  both  inclusive,  under  an  Act  of  Con- 
gress, entitled  '^  An  Act  to  indemnify  the  States  for  expenses 
incurred  by  them  in  defense  of  the  United  States,"  approved 
July  27th,  1S61.  And  said  Horace  S.  Cummings  shall  have 
and  receive  for  his  legal  services  in  and  about  said  matter,  a 
sum  equal  to  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  entire  sum  collected,  pay- 
able only  out  of  any  sums  that  may  be  collected  hereunder, 
and  without  any  liability  on  the  part  of  the  State  for  expenses 
in  connection  therewith. 

And  in  consideration  of  the  premises  said  Horace  S.  Cum- 
mings agrees  to  undertake  the  presentation  and  prosecution  of 
said  claims  at  the  compensation  above  stated  and  without  any 
liability  on  behalf  of  the  State  for  his  expenses  in  connection 
therewith. 

In  witness  whereof  said  State  of  New  Hampshire  has 
caused  these  presents  to  be  signed  by  the  said  George  A. 
Ramsdell,  its  Governor,  and  its  seal  to  be  hereto  affixed  and 
said  Horace  S.  Cummings  has  hereunto  set  his  hand  and  seal, 
the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

HORACE  S.  CUMMINGS. 

1.  The  foregoing  agreement  and  appointment  was  duly  ex- 
ecuted and  delivered  to  said  Cummings  at  the  date  thereof. 

2.  Said  Cummings  thereupon  entered  on  the  work  of  prose- 
cuting the  claim  mentioned  in  said  agreement  before  the  Hon- 
orable the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States,  the  Court  of  Claims,  and  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States. 

3.  The  claim  against  the  United  States  accrued  to  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire  between  the  years   1S61  and  1864,  and  by 
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the  statutes  of  the  United  States  at  the  date  of  the  agreement 
aforesaid  had  become  barred  by  the  Statute  of  Limitation  of 
the  United  States  so  that  no  judgment  against  the  United 
States  thereon  could  be  obtained  in  any  court  of  the  United 
States. 

But  not  being  a  stale  claim,  it  could  be  and  was  audited, 
allowed  and  paid  by  the  treasury  department,  under  laws  ex- 
isting at  the  time  Cummings's  contract  was  made. 

The  accounting  officers  of  the  Department  of  the  Treasury 
claimed  that  said  claim  could  not  be  audited  because  it  was  a 
stale  claim  and  such  proceedings  were  had  as  is  set  forth  in 
Vol.  36,  Ct.  of  Claims  Reports. 

4.  The  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the 
year  1S64  considered  said  claim  as  worthless,  and  the  same 
was  in  the  year  1S65  carried  to  the  deficiency  account. 

Said  Cummings  prosecuted  the  work  of  collecting  said 
claims  before  tlie  Department  of  the  Treasury,  and  the  Court 
of  Claims,  which  resulted  in  the  auditing  of  said  claim  on 
behalf  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  amount  of 
$108,373.52  ;  and  thereafter  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
appropriated  said  sum  on  said  audit,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  issued  a  warrant  of  the  United  States,  payable  to  the 
order  of  the  Governor  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  for  said 
sum  and  delivered  the  same  to  said  Cummings  as  the  agent  of 
said  state. 

Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  said  warrant  said  Cum- 
mings transmitted  by  mail  said  warrant  to  the  Governor  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire,  inclosing  therewith  a  copy  of  said 
agreement  and  appointment  and  requested  the  Governor  to  for- 
ward to  him  his  check  for  the  amount  of  fees  due  him  as  said 
agent  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  agreement  and 
appointment. 

The  Governor  did  not  comply  with  the  request  of  said  Cum- 
mings, but  thereafter,  to  wit,  on  March  4,  1902,  turned  the 
said  $108,372.52  into  the  treasury  of  said  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, where  it  was  on  the  date  aforesaid  entered  upon  the 
books  of  the  state  and  commingled  with  other  moneys  of  the 
state  and  has  since  been  used  and  disposed  of  for  state  pur- 
poses. 
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Said  Cummings  protested  that  the  moneys  representing  the 
fees  aforesaid  were  not  the  proper  moneys  of  the  state  of  New 
Hampshii'e,  but  belonged  to  him  by  virtue  of  his  contract  of 
agreement  and  appointment ;  but  said  moneys  have  never 
been  paid  to  said  Cummings. 

Second.  Is  said  Cummings  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
state  fifteen  per  centum  of  the  amount  so  collected  and  paid 
into  the  state  treasury? 

Resolved,  That  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
for  and  in  its  behalf,  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  present  said 
questions  to  the  Supreme  Court  with  a  request  for  its  decision 
at  as  early  a  date  as  is  compatible  with  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  important  questions  involved.

said  Horace  S.  Cummings,  its  agent  and  attorney,  to  present, 
prosecute,  and  recover  before  the  Congress,  any  Department, 
the  Court  of  Claims,  or  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  any  claim  or  claims  of  said  State  against  the  United 
States,  for  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  properly  incurred  by 
said  State  for  enrolling,  subsisting,  clothing,  supplying,  arm- 
ing, equipping,  paying  and  transporting  the  troops  of  said 
State,  employed  in  aiding  to  suppress  the  insurrection  against 
the  United  States  between  the  years  iS6i  and  1S65,  both  in- 
clusive, under  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled  "  An  Act  to  in- 
demnify the  States  for  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  defense 
of  the  United  States,"  approved  July  27th,  1861.  And  said 
Horace  S.  Cummings  shall  have  and  receive  for  his  legal  ser- 
vices in  and  about  said  matter,  a  sum  equal  to  fifteen  percent. 
of  the  entire  sum  collected,  payable  only  out  of  any  sums  that 
may  be  collected  hereunder,  and  without  any  liability  on  the 
part  of  the  State  for  expenses  in  connection  therewith. 

And  in  consideration  of  the  premises  said  Horace  S.  Cum- 
mings agrees  to  undertake  the  presentation  and  prosecution  of 
said  claims  at  the  compensation  above  stated  and  without  any 
liability  on  behalf  of  the  State  for  his  expenses  in  connection 
therewith. 

In  witness  whereof  said  State  of  New  Hampshire  has 
caused  these  presents  to  be  signed  by  the  said  George  A. 
Ramsdell,  its  Governor,  and  its  seal  to  be  hereto  affixed,  and 
said  Horace  S.  Cummings  has  hereunto  set  his  hand  and  seal, 
the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

HORACE  S.  CUMMINGS. 

1.  The  foregoing  agreement  and  appointment  was  duly 
executed  and  delivered  to  said  Cummings  at  the  date  thereof. 

2.  Said  Cummings  thereupon  entered  on  the  work  of 
prosecuting  the  claim  mentioned  in  said  agreement  before  the 
Honorable,  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States,  the  Court  of  Claims  and  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States. 
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3.  The  claim  against  the  United  States  accrued  to  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  between  the  years  1861  and  1864,  and  by 
the  Statute  of  the  United  States  at  the  date  of  the  agreement 
aforesaid  had  become  barred  by  the  Statute  of  Limitation  of 
the  United  States  so  that  no  judgment  against  the  United 
States  thereon  could  be  obtained  in  any  court  of  the  United 
States. 

But  not  being  a  stale  claim,  it  could  be  and  was  audited, 
allowed,  and  paid  by  the  Treasury  Department,  under  laws 
existing  at  the  time  Cummings's  contract  was  made. 

The  accounting  officers  of  the  Department  of  the  Treasury 
claimed  that  said  claim  could  not  be  audited  because  it  was  a 
stale  claim,  and  such  proceedings  were  had  as  is  set  forth  in 
Vol.  36,  Ct.  of  Claims  Reports. 

4.  The  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the 
year  1864  considered  said  claim  as  worthless,  and  the  same 
was  in  the  year  1865  carried  to  the  deficiency  account. 

Said  Cummings  prosecuted  the  work  of  collecting  said 
claims  before  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Court 
of  Claims,  which  resulted  in  the  auditing  of  said  claim  on 
behalf  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  amount  of  $108,- 
373.52  ;  and  thereafter  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  ap- 
propriated said  sum  on  said  audit,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  issued  a  warrant  of  the  United  States,  payable  to  the 
order  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  for 
said  sum  and  delivered  the  same  to  said  Cummings  as  the 
agent  of  said  State. 

Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  said  warrant  said  Cum- 
mings transmitted  by  mail  said  warrant  to  the  Governor  of 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  inclosing  therewith  a  copy  of  said 
agreement  and  appointment  and  requested  the  Governor  to 
forward  to  him  his  check  for  the  amount  of  fees  due  him  as  said 
agent  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  agreement  and 
appointment. 

The  Governor  did  not  comply  with  the  request  of  said  Cum- 
mings, but  thereafter,  to  wit,  on  March  4,  1902,  turned  the 
said  $108,372.52  into  the  treasury  of  said  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, where  it  was  on  the  date  aforesaid  entered  upon  the 
books  of  the  state  and  commingled  with  other   moneys  of  the 
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state  and  has  since  been  used  and  disposed  of  for  state  pur- 
poses. 

Said  Cummings  protested  that  the  moneys  representing  the 
fees  aforesaid  were  not  the  proper  moneys  of  the  State  of  New- 
Hampshire,  but  belonged  to  him  by  virtue  of  his  contract  of 
agreement  and  appointment ;  but  said  moneys  have  never  been 
paid  to  said  Cummings. 

Second — Is  said  Cummings  entitled  to  receive  from  the  state 
fifteen  per  centum  of  the  amount  so  collected  and  paid  in  to 
the  State  Treasury } 

Resolved^  That  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
for  and  in  its  behalf,  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  present  said 
questions  to  the  Supreme  Court  with  a  request  for  its  decision 
at  as  early  a  date  as  is  compatible  with  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  important  questions  involved. 

To  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

In  answer  to  the  foregoing  I'esolution  the  undersigned,  the 
justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  respectfully  submit  their  opin- 
ions upon  the  questions  therein  contained. 

As  the  claimant  can  not  sue  the  state  under  the  contract  of 
May  II,  1S97,  to  which  the  resolution  relates,  and  as  no 
money  can  be  paid  him  except  by  direction  of  the  legislature. 
Const.,  Part  II,  Art.  55  (56)  ;  P.  S.,c.  16,  s.  4  ;  c.  20,  s.  i,  it 
might  be  argued  that  the  legality  of  that  agreement  was  un- 
important, and  that  the  only  question  for  the  legislature  to 
determine  was  one  of  expediency,  upon  which  our  opinion 
could  not  be  constitutionally  required.  Const.,  Part  II,  Art. 
73  (74)*  -^"t  assuming  that  it  is  the  policy  of  the  House  to 
provide  for  the  liquidation  of  this  claim,  if  it  was  legally  in- 
curred, we  have  considered  the  questions  submitted  as  though 
they  had  arisen  in  an  authorized  suit.  The  fact  that  no  suit 
can  be  maintained  against  the  state  affords  the  legislature  a 
proper  occasion  for  requiring  our  advice  as  to  the  legal  valid- 
"ty  of  the  contract  in  question. 

By  s.  3,  c.  2479,  Laws  of  1861,  the  Governor,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Council,  was  "  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  negotiate,  adjust,  and  settle  all  questions,  accounts, 
matters,  and  things,  between  this  state  and  the  United  States, 
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in  any  way  growing  out  of  .  .  .  any  contracts  or  expendi- 
tures which  may  be  made  for  the  public  defense  or  the  pay- 
ment of  troops."  The  Governor  and  Council  at  the  date  of  the 
appointment  in  question,  this  act  being  still  in  force,  were 
therefore  expressly  authorized  to  negotiate,  adjust,  and  settle 
any  accounts  or  claims  of  this  character  then  existing  in  favor 
of  the  state  against  the  general  government.  That  there  were 
such  claims  appears  to  have  been  then  contended  and  is  now 
established.  The  power  so  conferred,  by  necessary  implica- 
tion, included  authority  to  do  whatever  was  reasonably  neces- 
sary for  its  proper  and  efficient  execution.  It  is  not  to  be  sup- 
posed the  legislature  understood  the  Governor  and  Council 
would,  or  could,  personally  perform  all  the  services  incident 
to  the  proper  investigation,  proof,  and  prosecution  of  such 
claims  by  the  state.  Such  matters  are  commonly  conducted 
by  persons  having  special  training,  experience,  and  skill.  The 
appointment  of  suitable  persons  to  represent  the  state  in  the 
prosecution  of  its  claim  before  the  appropriate  tribunals  must, 
therefore,  have  been  understood  to  have  been  embraced  within 
the  general  terms  by  which  power  in  the  matter  was  conferred 
upon  the  executive.  Evidence  in  support  of  this  conclusion 
is  furnished  by  c.  4076,  Laws  of  1865,  in  which  the  Governor 
and  Council  were  empowered  "  to  pay  the  authorized  agent  or 
agents  employed  by  the  state  in  prosecuting  the  claims  of  said 
state  against  the  United  States."  No  other  statutory  provi- 
sion in  the  matter  being  found,  this  act  appears  to  be  a  legisla- 
tive recognition  of  the  legal  employment  of  "  agents"  for  the 
purpose  named  under  the  act  first  cited.  We  therefore  con- 
clude that  the  Governor  and  Council  had  authority.  May  11, 
1897,  to  appoint  Mr.  Cummings  to  prosecute  the  claim  of  the 
state  in  the  matter  in  question  before  the  proper  tribunals. 
The  authority  to  employ  agents  and  other  persons  necessarily 
implies  the  power  to  contract  with  them  for  their  compensa- 
tion according  to  the  method  usual  in  matters  of  the  kind. 
Bohonon  v.  Railroad,  70  N.  H.  526.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
facts  submitted  to  us  establishing  as  matter  of  law  that  the 
provisions  made  were  out  of  the  usual  course  or  improperly 
induced.  A  contract  between  private  individuals  in  which 
the    compensation    was    contingent    upon    success    might    be 
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claimed  to  be  void  as  against  good  morals  and  public  policy. 
Edgerhj  v.  Hale,  71  N.  H.  13S,  150  ;  Butler  v.  Legro,  62  N.  H. 
350.  But  the  legislature  can  determine  for  itself  what  public 
policy  requires  or  permits  to  be  done  in  the  prosecution 
of  claims  in  favor  of  the  state.  Davis  v.  Commonwealth,  164 
Mass.  141.  If  there  are  reasons  why  the  state  should  refuse 
to  recognize  and  comply  with  the  agreement  made  in  1897  by 
his  Excellency  Gov.  Ramsdell,  legal  ground  therefor  is  not  to 
be  found  in  absence  of  power  in  the  executive  to  make  the 
appointment  and  agreement  in  question  or  in  any  objection 
arising  as  matter  of  law  upon  the  facts  stated  to  us.  We 
therefore  upon  these  facts  answer  in  the  affirmative  both 
questions  submitted,  whether  under  the  provision  of  the 
constitution  requiring  the  Governor  and  Council  "from  time 
to  time  to  hold  a  council  for  ordering  and  directing  the 
affairs  of  the  state,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land,"  Const., 
Part  II,  Art.  61,  or  under  any  power  constitutionally  inherent 
in  the  executive,  in  the  absence  of  legislation,  authority  exists 
for  the  action  taken  in  1S97  has  not  been  considered.

At  4.05  the  House  was  declared  adjourned.

Amend  section  6  by  inserting  in  the  eleventh  line  after  the 
word  "lease"  the  word  "or,"  and  by  striking  out  in  the 
eleventh  and  twelfth  lines  after  the  word  "purchase"  in  the 
eleventh  line  the  words  "or  take  by  the  exercise  of  eminent 
domain  or  otherwise." 

Strike  out  all  of  section  7  and  insert  the  following: 
"  Sect.  7.  If  it  shall  become  necessary  at  anytime  for  such 
corporation  to  acquire  any  lands  or  water  rights  to  enable  it  to 
build  and  maintain  its  dam  or  dams,  works  and  structures,  and 
to  make  and  maintain  its  canals  and  slips  within  the  limits 
mentioned  in  section  5,  and  it  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  of 
such  land  or  water  rights  upon  a  price  therefor,  then  it  may 
file  a  petition  in  the  superior  court  for  the  county  of  Grafton 
or  Coos  in  the  district  in  which  the  land  and  water  rights  lie, 
which  petition  maybe  filed  in  term  or  vacation,  describing  the 
particular  land  or  water  rights  to  be  taken  and  praying  for  an 
assessment  of  the  damages  of  the  owner  for  such  taking,  and 
thereupon  lawful  process  shall  issue  with  order  of  notice  to  the 
owner  which  shall  be  served  on  the  owner  as  required  by  the 
order,  and  at  said  term  (if  filed  in  term),  or  at  the  next  term  of 
the  said  court,  if  filed  in  vacation,  the  owner  may  elect  a  jury 
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trial  as  to  the  assessment  of  damages,  and  his  damages  shall,  be 
assessed  by  a  jury  and  judgment  shall  be  entered  according  to 
the  finding  of  the  jury,  and  upon  payment  or  tender  to  the 
owner  by  the  corporation  of  the  amount  of  the  judgment,  the 
corporation  shall  be  vested  with  the  title  to  the  land  or  water 
right.  But  if  the  owner  elects  that  the  petition  be  referred  to 
a  board  of  referees  or  to  the  county  commissioners,  it  shall  be 
so  referred,  and  they  shall  proceed  as  county  commissioners 
proceed  in  hearing  and  determining  appeals  from  the  award  of 
damages  in  laying  a  highway,  and  judgment  on  their  report 
shall  be  final,  and  upon  payment  or  tender  to  the  owner  by  the 
corporation  of  the  amount  of  the  judgment,  the  corporation 
shall  be  vested  with  the  title  to  the  land  or  water  right.  But,

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    GOVERNOR. 

To  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

I  return,  with  my  objections,  to  the  House  in  which  it 
originated,  House  bill  No.  49,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish 
a  state  sanatorium  for  consumptives." 

This  bill  appropriates  $50,000  to  found  a  state  sanatorium, 
in  which  such  consumptives  as  may  be  selected  by  a  board  of 
trustees  shall  be  treated  upon  such  terms  as  these  trustees  may 
prescribe  ;  mainly  at  the  state's  expense.  If  the  bill  becomes 
a  law,  it  will  establish  as  the  policy  of  the  state  the  theory  that 
the  state  may,  and  should,  provide  medical  attendance,  care, 
and  treatment  for  some  of  its  citizens  afflicted  by  a  certain  dis- 
ease, who  are  not  objects  of  charity  but  are  as  well  able  as 
their  fellow-citizens  who  are  suffering  from  other  diseases  to 
provide  for  themselves. 

The  statistics  of  mortality  show  that  from  1884  to  1901  the 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  New  Hampshire  decreased  from 
about  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  to  less  than  ten 
per  cent.,  and  that  the  average  for  the  whole  period  was  11.26 
per  cent.  Is  there  any  logical  stopping  place  between  a  sana- 
torium for  the  victims  of  a  disease  of  which  ten  people  die 
and  sanatoriums  for  those  afflicted  by  maladies  to  which  nine- 
ty people  succumb?  Is  there  any  sound  reason  why  the  pub- 
lic should  be  required  to  maintain  a  home  for  the  few  con- 
sumptives that  can  be  cured  in  such  a  home,  while  all  other 
consumptives  and  all  those  stricken  by  other  diseases  are  de- 
nied access  to  the  home  and  at  the  same  time  taxed  to  support 
the  favored  few?     I  think  not. 
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It  is  well  established  that  a  state  can  consistently  provide 
education,  or  aid  in  providing  education,  and  enforce  regula- 
tions that  will  contribute  to  public  health  or  to  the  general 
welfare  of  the  state.  I  do  not  know  that  it  would  be  justified 
in  providing  remedial  treatment  for  people  capable  of  self- 
contiX)l  and  susceptible  of  receiving  instruction.  I  believe  the 
state  would  be  justified  in  instructing  tuberculous  patients  in 
the  art  of  treatment  of  the  disease,  and,  to  a  limited  extent  in 
furnishing  object  lessons  of  its  application,  but  I  do  not  believe 
it  would  be  justified  in  undertaking  to  treat  tuberculosis,  or 
any  other  disease,  at  state  expense.  Even  if  I  am  wrong  as 
to  the  principles  that  should  govern  us  in  such  matters,  I  do 
not  think  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  inaugurate  such 
an  expensive  permanent  sanatorium.  In  considering  such  a 
subject  most  of  us  must  depend  mainly  upon  the  expert  testi- 
mony of  the  medical  profession,  which  is  divided.  Eminent 
physicians  declare  that  consumption  is  curable  in  our  climate. 
Others,  just  as  eminent,  maintain  that  it  is  not.  Another  class, 
more  cautious,  assert  that  the  new  theories  and  treatment 
which  the  state  is  asked  to  approve  and  bear  the  expense  of, 
are  still  in  the  experimental  stage,  which  I  am  forced  to  con- 
clude is  the  fact.  Two,  four,  or  six  years  later  we  shall  be 
better  informed  and  can  act  much  more  intelligently  than  we 
can  now.  All  experience  teaches  that  such  an  institution, 
once  established  by  the  state,  cannot  be  abandoned,  and  I 
know  of  no  evidence  that  one  can  be  made  self-supporting. 
Whether  it  accomplishes  what  its  founders  expect  or  not,  it 
remains  a  constant  and  increasing  charge  upon  the  public.  I 
believe  that  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  such  an  object 
this  year  will  make  necessary  a  larger  one  twoj'ears  hence  for 
construction  and  equipment,  and  the  annual  cost  of  operation 
will  be  very  large  ever  afterwards.  So  far  as  I  can  ascertain, 
nearly  all  the  tuberculosis  sanatoriums  in  this  country  are  pri- 
vate institutions,  helped  in  some  cases  by  state  appropriations. 
Few  of  the  states  have  deemed  it  safe  to  establish  them  per- 
manently and  make  them  public  charges.  Massachusetts  has 
one  which  cost  originally  $175,000  and  is  maintained  at 
large  expense.  It  treats  but  one  in  five  of  the  applicants  and 
bars  all  but  incipient  cases.     This  is  evidence  of  the  demand 
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for  anything  furnished  at  public  expense  at  less  than  cost, 
rather  than  evidence  of  the  duty  of  the  state  in  providing  it. 
Other  states  are  w^aiting  and  inquiring  before  taking  a  step 
that  cannot  be  retraced.     I  believe  we  should  do  the  same. 

The  demands  upon  the  state  for  financial  assistance  are 
many,  urgent,  and  almost  irresistible.  At  the  lowest  the  ap- 
propriations by  the  present  legislature  will  reach  an  aggre- 
gate unequaled  in  our  history  and  appalling  to  those  who  are 
obliged  to  count  the  cost  of  public  service,  because  to  them 
taxes  mean  hard  work,  enforced  economies  and  oftentimes 
denial  to  themselves  of  what  they  feel  they  need.  We  can- 
not with  any  regard  for  the  welfare  or  wishes  of  the  great  body 
of  our  constituents  give  everything  that  is  asked  for.  We 
must  stop  somewhere  and  it  appears  to  me  that  we  should 
stop  upon  ground  that  is  safer  than  that  upon  which  the  bill 
under  consideration  would  place  us.  ' 

With  these  views  I  cannot  accept  any  part  of  the  responsi- 
bility of  forcing  such  a  burden  upon  the  people  of  the  state, 
who  have  never  considered  the  subject  generally  or  passed 
upon  it  in  any  way. 

I  would  gladly  approve  a  bill  appropriating  a  reasonable 
sum  for  experimental  and  educational  work  along  this  line, 
under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of  health,  or  other 
competent  authority,  in  connection  with  any  public  or  private 
institution  where  it  can  be  properly  carried  on,  but  further 
than  this  I  cannot  go  with  such  a  doubtful  and  questionable 
project.

We  are  in  favor  of  a  modi- 
fication of  our  liquor  laws,  and  we  believe  the  bill  reported 
by  the  majority  of  the  committee  contains  as  good  provisions 
as  well  might  be  expected  in  drafting  new  legislation,  with 
the  exception  of  those  provisions  whicli  relate  to  cities.  We 
refer  to  the  local  option  feature.  When  this  general  court 
convened  it  was  not  contended  by  an}'  one  that  legislation 
other  than  local  option  was  to  be  had.  W^e  have  not  heard 
any  reasons  advanced  why  the  cities  in  our  state  should  be 
deprived  of  local  government  in  this  respect,  nor  any  reasons 
assigned  for  forcing  upon  them  for  three  years  and  six  months 
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the  saloons,  whether  it  be  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the 
people  or  otherwise.  We  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  w^ant  of  a  local  option  feature  for  cities,  as  well  as  for 
towns,  is  sufficient  ground  to  oppose  that  feature  of  the  bill.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton,  at  12.05  *^'^^  House 
took  a  recess  until  2.30  o'clock. 

(After  recess.) 

Discussion  was  resumed  on  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr. 
Batchelder  of  Keene.  On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment 
was  adopted. 

Mr.  Batchelder  of  Keene  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment : 

Amend  section  7  of  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  fifth 
line  tlie  following  words:  "provided,  however,  that  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  licensee  of  the  first  class  in  a  no-license 
city  or  town  to  furnish  liquor  to  persons  other  than  those 
resorting  to  his  house  for  food  or  lodging,"  so  that  the  first 
paragraph  of  said  section  shall  read  : 

"  First  class. — Not  more  than  $1,000  nor  less  that  $25  per 
year,  and  the  state  board  of  license  commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  fix  the  fee  and  restrict,  define, 
and  limit  each  license  of  the  first  class  in  their  discretion,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  licensee  of 
the  first  class  in  a  no-license  city  or  town  to  furnish  liquor  to 
persons  other  tlian  those  resorting  to  his  house  for  food  or 
lodging." 
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The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 
Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton  offered  the  following  amendment  to 
the  amendment  oftered  by  Mr.  Batchelder  of  Keene  : 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "  however,"  and 
inserting  the  following:  "  No  licensee  of  the  first  class,  in  a 
no-lic.ense  city  or  town,  shall  sell  or  serve  liquor  except  to 
bona  fide  registered  guests  who  have  resorted  to  his  hotel  for 
food  or  lodging.  If  the  guest  resorts  to  the  hotel  for  food 
only  then  he  must  partake  of  and  pay  for  a  meal  costing  not 
less  than  twentv-five  cents.  Such  licensee  shall  not  sell  liquor 
to  any  resident  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  his  hotel  is  situ- 
ated, neither  shall  he  maintain  or  keep  a  bar-room  or  bar  at 
which  liquor  is  sold." 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  offered  In'  Mr.  Remich 
of  Littleton  was  adopted. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
offered  by  Mr.  Batchelder  of  Keene,  as  amended  by  the 
amendment  of  Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton,  on  a  viva  voce  vote 
the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Batchelder  of  Keene  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  section  7  of  the  bill  in  the  seventh  line  by  striking 
out  the  words  "one  thousand  "  and  inserting  instead  thereof 
the  words  "twelve  hundred,"  so  that  the  sixth  and  seventh 
lines  shall  read  : 

"  Second  class. — In  cities  having  a  population  of  forty 
thousand  or  over,  twelve  hundred  dollars." 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Batchelder  of  Keene  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  section  31  of  the  bill  b}' striking  out  lines  34,  35,  36, 
37,  38,  and  39  of  said  section,  and  inserting  instead  thereof 
the  following:  "regular  biennial  election  in  1904,  or  at  a 
special  election  held  in  lieu  thereof,  and  every  fourth  year  there- 
after, the  question  aforesaid  shall  be  submitted  to  the  legal 
voters  in  all  cities  in  the  state,  and  to  the  legal  voters  in  all 
towns  in  the  state  at  the  regular  ISIarch  election  held  in  1906, 
and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  upon  the  written  petition  of 
one  tenth  of  the  legal  voters  of  such  cities  or  towns,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  check-list  last  used  in  such  cities  or  towns,  if 
a,"  so  that  said  section  shall  read  : 
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Sect.  31.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1903,  it 
shall  he  lawful  to  engage  in  the  traffic  in  liquor  under  the 
terms  of  this  act  in  all  cities  in  the  state,  and  in  all  such  towns 
as  shall  have  accepted  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  legal  voters 
the  provisions  of  this  act  as  herein  provided.  The  board  of 
selectmen  in  towns  may,  and  upon  a  written  petition  of  one 
tenth  of  the  legal  voters,  according  to  the  check-list  last  used 
in  such  town,  shall,  within  thirty  days  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  cause  a  special  election  to  be  held,  at  which  the 
sense  of  the  voters  shall  be  taken  by  secret  ballot  upon  the 
following  question  :  "  Shall  licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquor  be 
granted  in  this  town  under  the  provisions  of  'An  act  to  regu- 
late the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquor,'  passed  at  the  January 
session  of  the  general  court,  1903?"  If  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  voters  present  and  voting  at  said  election  shall  vote 
in  the  affirmative  on  said  question,  the  town  clerk  shall  im- 
mediately certify  that  fact  to  the  state  board  of  license  com- 
missioners, who  shall  forthwith  issue  licenses  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  to  be  exercised  in  such  town.  Any  town 
not  having  had  a  special  election  as  hereinbefore  provided 
may  vote  on  said  question  at  its  regular  March  election  held  in 
1904,  or  at  a  special  election  warned  to  be  held  within  tiiirty 
days  of  said  1904  election.  In  case  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
voters  present  and  voting  at  said  S|3ecial  or  said  March  elec- 
tion, or  special  instead  thereof,  shall  vote  in  the  negative  on 
said  question  the  town  clerk  shall  immediately  certify  that 
fact  to  the  state  board  of  license  commissioners,  and  in  such 
town  the  provisions  of  chapter  112,  Public  Statutes,  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  efl'ect,  ex- 
cept that  the  state  board  of  license  commissioners  may  issue 
licenses  of  the  first,  fifth,  and  sixth  classes  in  their  discretion,  to 
be  exercised  in  such  town  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
And  at  the  regular  biennial  election  in  1904,  or  at  a  special 
election  held  in  lieu  thereof,  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter, 
the  question  aforesaid  shall  be  submitted  to  the  legal  voters 
in  all  cities  in  the  state,  and  to  the  legal  voters  in  all  towns 
in  the  state  at  the  regular  March  election  held  in  1906,  and 
every  fourth  year  thereafter,  upon  tiie  written  petition  of  one 
tenth  of  the  legal  voters  of  such  cities  or  towns,  in  accordance 
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with  the  check-list  last  used  in  such  cities  or  towns.  If  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  present  and  voting  as  aforesaid 
shall  vote  in  the  negative  upon  said  question,  the  city  or  town 
clerk  shall  immediately  certify  that  fact  to  the  state  board  of 
license  commissioners,  and  in  such  city  or  town  the  provisions 
of  chapter  112,  Public  Statutes,  and  all  amendments  thereto, 
shall  then  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  except  that  the  state 
board  of  license  commissioners  may  issue  licenses  of  the 
first,  fifth,  and  sixth  classes,  in  their  discretion,  to  be  exer- 
cised in  such  city  or  town,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 
Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton  offered  the  following  amendment  to 
the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Batchelder  : 

Amend  section  31  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  as 
amended  by  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Batchelder  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  31.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1903,  it 
shall  .be  lawful  to  engage  in  the  traffic  in  liquor,  under  the 
terms  of  this  act,  in  all  cities  and  towns  in  the  state  as  shall 
have  accepted  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  legal  voters  present 
and  voting  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  herein  provided.  The 
officers  of  every  city  or  town  whose  duty  it  is  to  call  a  special 
meeting  of  the  legal  voters  of  their  respective  cities  or  towns 
shall  call  a  meeting,  according  to  the  statutes  made  and  pro- 
vided, on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May  next,  at  which  special 
meeting  and  at  each  biennial  election  thereafter  in  November 
in  the  towns  and  in  the  cities  at  the  biennial  election  in  1906 
and  every  fourth  year  thereafter  the  sense  of  the  voters  shall  be 
taken  by  secret  ballot  upon  the  following  questions:  "Shall 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquor  be  granted  in  this  city  or  town 
under  the  provisions  of  'An  act  to  regulate  the  traffic  in  in- 
toxicating liquor,'  passed  at  the  January  session  of  the  gen- 
eral court,  1903?"  If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  in 
any  city  or  town  present  and  voting  at  said  town  or  city 
election,  shall  vote  in  the  affirmative  on  said  question,  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  shall  immediately  certify  that  fact  to 
the  state  board  of  license  commissioners,  who  shall  forthwith 
issue  licenses  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  be  exercised 
in  such  city  or   town.      In   case  a   majority  of  the  qualified 
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voters  of  a  city  or  town  present  and  voting  at  such  election 
shall  vote  in  the  negative  on  said  question  the  clerk  of  the 
city  or  town  shall  immediately  certify  that  fact  to  the  state 
board  of  license  commissioners  and  in  such  city  or  town  the 
provisions  of  chapter  ii3,  Public  Statutes,  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.  Except 
that  the  state  board  of  license  commissioners  may  issue  licen- 
ses of  the  first,  fifth,  and  sixth  classes  in  their  discretion  to  be 
exercised  in  such  city  or  town  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to 
the  amendment, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Barrett  of  Dover  moved  the  previous  question. 

The  question  being. 

Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Barrett  of  Dover  withdrew  his  motion. 

(Discussion  ensued). 

Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord  moved  the  previous  question. 

The  question  being. 

Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton  moved  that  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Ahern  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Ahern  withdrew  his  motion. 

Discussion  was  resumed  upon  the  question  of  the  adoption 
of  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton  to  the 
amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Batchelder  of  Keene. 

Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord  moved  the  previous  question. 

The  question  being, 

Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 
On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 
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The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  tiie  amendment 
offered  by  Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton  to  the  amendment  offered 
by  Mr.  Batchelder  of  Keene, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Od  a  wit'a  t;oce  vote  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Remich 
of  Littleton  was  adopted. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
offered  by  Mr.  Batchelder  of  Keene,  as  amended  by  the 
amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton,  on  a  viva  voce 
vote  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Jones  of  Franklin  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  i.  No  person  shall  sell,  or  e.vpose  or  keep  for  sale, 
any  intoxicating  liquors  except  as  authorized  by  chapter  1 12  of 
the  Public  Statutes  or  by  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  but  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  apply  to  sales  made  by  a  person  under 
a  provision  of  law^  requiring  him  to  sell  personal  property,  or 
to  the  sale  of  cider  or  native  wines  by  the  makers  thereof,  not 
to  be  drunk  on  the  premises ;  and  any  beverage  containing 
more  than  three  per  cent,  of  alcohol  by  voliune  at  sixty  de- 
grees Fahrenheit,  as  well  as  distilled  spirits,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  intoxicating  liquors  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter. 

Sect.  2.  The  proprietors  of  hona  fide  drug  stores  may  sell 
pure  liquor  of  any  kind  for  medicinal,  mechanical  or  chemical 
purposes,  upon  the  prescription  of  a  registered  physician  in 
towns  or  cities  adopting  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall 
not  be  subject  to  the  second  clause  of  section  eight. 

Sect.  3.  A  hona  fide  drug  store  shall  include  only  such 
stores  as  shall  be  legitimately  and  actually  engaged  in  the 
sale  of  a  full  line  of  drugs,  medicines,  and  chemicals  of  good 
quality,  properly  equipped  to  fill  physicians'  prescriptions 
under  the  direction  of  a  reputable  registered  pharmacist,  and 
vv-hich  shall  not  sell  liquor  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises.  A 
hona  fide  hotel,  under  this  act  shall  include  only  such  hotels 
as  provide  lodging  and  meals  for  the  public,  and  contain  at 
least  ten  furnished  bedrooms  ;  a  hona  fide  summer  hotel  shall 
include  only  such  hotels  as  provide  lodging  and  meals  for  the 
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public,  contain  at  least  twenty  furnished  bedrooms,  and  are 
open  for  guests  in  the  warm  season  only. 

Sect.  4.  In  any  city  or  town  which  votes  to  authorize  the 
granting  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  licenses  of  the  first  four  classes  men- 
tioned in  section  nine,  and  in  any  city  or  town  licenses  of  the 
fifth  class  mentioned  in  said  section,  may  be  granted  annually 
by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  cities,  or  the  selectmen  of 
towns,  to  persons  applying  therefor.  Every  license  shall  be 
signed  by  the  mayor  or  the  chairman  of  the  selectmen,  and  by 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  by  which  it  is  issued,  and  shall 
be  recorded  in  the  office  of  such  clerk,  who  shall  be  paid  by 
the  licensee  one  dollar  for  recording  the  same.  It  shall  name 
the  person  licensed,  shall  set  forth  the  nature  of  the  license, 
and  the  building  in  which  the  business  is  to  be  carried  on, 
and  shall  continue  in  force  one  year,  unless  sooner  forfeited  or 
rendered  void.  The  clerk  of  each  city  or  town  shall  annually 
in  November  make  a  return  to  the  secretary  of  state  showing 
the  number  of  licenses  of  each  class,  the  amount  received  for 
the  same  by  classes,  and  the  number  revoked,  if  any. 

Sect.  5.  Notice  of  all  applications  for  licenses  shall  be 
published  in  the  following  manner,  at  the  expense  of  the 
applicant,  to  be  paid  in  advance,  namely  :  in  cities  and  towns 
at  least  once  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  the  selectmen 
respectively,  in  such  newspapers  printed  therein  as  they  may 
designate,  or  if  no  such  newspaper  is  printed  therein,  then  by 
posting  such  notice  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  the  premises 
described  in  the  application  for  the  license,  and  in  two  or 
more  places  where  public  notices  are  usually  posted  in  the 
neighborhood.  Such  notice  shall  set  forth  the  name  of  the 
applicant  in  full,  the  class  of  the  license  applied  for,  and  a 
particular  description  of  tiie  premises  on  which  the  license  is 
to  be  exercised,  designating  the  building  or  part  of  the  build- 
ing to  be  used,  and,  if  practicable,  the  street  and  number,  and 
shall  be  published  or  posted  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
licensing  board  acts  thereon. 

Sect.  6.  No  license  to  sell  intoxicating  liquor  to  be  drunk 
on  the  premises  shall  be  granted  for  any  building  within  two 
32 
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hundred  feet  of  a  church  or  public  school  by  the  nearest 
traveled  wa}'.  If,  before  the  expiration  of  tlie  ten  days  fol- 
lowing the  publication  or  posting  of  the  notice  as  required  by 
the  preceeding  section,  the  owner  of  any  real  estate  adjoining 
the  premises  described  in  an  application  for  license  to  be 
exercised  to  sell  liquors  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  notifies 
the  licensing  board  in  writing  that  he  objects  to  the  granting  of 
the  license,  no  license  to  sell  intoxicating  liquor  to  be  drunk 
on  said  premises  shall  be  granted  ;  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  hona  fide  hotels  and  drug  stores  as  defined  in  this  act. 

Sect.  7.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  or  the  selectmen  may 
at  any  time  refuse  to  issue  a  license  to  a  person  whom  the}' 
deem  unfit  to  receive  the  same. 

Sect.  8.  Each  license  shall  be  expressed  to  be  subject  to 
the  following  conditions: 

First.  That  the  provisions  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  the 
license  and  the  building  in  which  the  business  may  be  carried 
on  under  it  shall  be  strictly  adhered  to. 

Second.  That  no  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  eleven  at  night  and  six  in  the  morning, 
nor  during  the  Lord's  day,  nor  on  any  legal  holiday,  election 
day  or  town  meeting  day,  nor  any  other  day  when  the  mayor 
or  selectmen  shall  so  order,  except  that,  if  the  licensee  is  an 
innholder  he  may  supply  such  liquor  to  guests  who  have 
resorted  to  his  house  for  food  or  lodging. 

Third.  That  no  liquor  except  such  as  is  of  good  standard 
quality  and  free  from  adulteration  shall  be  kept  or  sold  on  the 
premises  described  in  the  license. 

JFourth.  That  no  sale  or  delivery  of  liquor  shall  be  made 
on  the  premises  described  in  the  license  to  a  person  known  to 
be  a  drunkard,  to  an  intoxicated  person,  or  to  a  person  who 
is  tnown  to  have  been  intoxicated  within  the  six  months  next 
preceding,  or  to  a  minor  for  his  own  use  or  the  use  of  any 
other  person. 

MffJi.  That  there  shall  be  no  disorder,  indecency,  prosti- 
tution., lewdness,  or  illegal  gaming,  on  the  premises  described 
in  the  license,  or  on  any  premises  connected  therewith  by  an 
interior  >covTJmunication.  Each  license  shall  be  subject  to  the 
ifuiitlidar  .condition,  that  no  intoxicating  liquors  except  those  the 
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sale  of  which  is  allowed  by  the  license  shall  be  kept  on  the 
premises  described  in  the  license. 

Sixth.  That  the  license,  or  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  by  which  it  was  issued  shall  be  dis- 
played on  the  premises  in  a  conspicuous  position  where  it  can 
easily  he  read. 

Seventh.  It  shall  further  be  expressed  in  such  license  that 
it  shall  be  subject  to  forfeiture,  as  herein  provided,  for  breach 
of  any  of  its  conditions,  and  that  in  case  the  licensee  is  con- 
victed in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  having  violated 
any  of  such  conditions,  his  license  shall  thereupon  become 
void. 

Sect.  9.     Licenses  shall  be  of  the  following  classes  : 

First  Class.  To  sell  liquors  of  any  kind  to  be  drunk  on  the 
premises. 

Second  Class.  To  sell  malt  liquors,  cider,  and  light  wines, 
containing  not  more  than  fifteen  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises. 

Third  Class.  To  sell  liquors  of  any  kind  at  retail  not  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises. 

Fourth  Class.  To  sell  liquors  of  any  kind  at  wholesale  not 
to  be  drunk  on  the  premises. 

Fifth  Class.  Licenses  to  proprietors  of  bona  fide  drug  stores 
to  sell  liquors  of  any  kind  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  or  chemi- 
cal purposes  on  prescription  only. 

Licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquor  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises 
shall  also  permit  the  retail  sale  of  liquor  not  to  be  drunk  on 
the  premises. 

Sect.  10.  The  fees  for  licenses  shall  be  as  follows  :  For  a 
license  of  the  first  or  fourth  class  not  less  than  two  hundred, 
nor  more  than  twelve  hundred  dollars.  For  a  license  of  the 
second  or  third  class  not  less  than  two  hundred,  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars.  For  a  license  of  the  fifth  class, 
twenty-five  dollars. 

Sect.  ii.  The  proprietor  or  manager  of  any  bona  fide 
summer  hotel  as  defined  in  this  act  may  receive  a  license  of 
the  first  class  to  sell  liquor  to  actual  guests  only,  and  the  fee 
for  such  summer  hotel  may  be  placed  at  such  sum,  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  twelve  hundred 
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dollars,  as  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  or  the  selectmen 
may  fix  ;  if  such  hotel  be  not  located  in  an  organized  town  or 
city,  the  county  commissioners  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  duties  with  reference  to  such  hotel  and  license  therefor  as 
the  selectmen  of  towns. 

Sect.  12.  The  board  granting  a  license  to  sell  liquor  to 
be  drunk  on  the  premises  may  require  the  licensee  to  close 
permanently  all  entrances  to  the  licensed  premises  other  than 
those  from  the  public  street  or  streets  upon  which  such 
premises  are  situated,  and  may  so  specify  in  the  license,  and 
in  such  case  the  construction  or  opening  of  any  such  entrance 
shall  of  itself  make  the  license  void.  The  board  shall  require 
such  licensee  to  remove  any  screen,  blind,  shutter,  curtain, 
partition,  or  painted,  ground  or  stained  glass  window,  or  any 
other  obstruction,  which  may  interfere  with  a  view  of  the 
interior  of  the  licensed  premises.  No  such  licensee  shall 
place  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  placed  or  maintained,  upon 
any  premises  used  by  him  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor 
under  the  provisions  of  his  license,  any  screen,  blind,  shutter, 
curtain,  partition,  or  painted,  ground  or  stained  glass  window, 
or  any  other  obstruction,  which  may  interfere  with  a  view  of 
the  interior  of  the  licensed  premises.  No  such  licensee  shall 
place  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  placed  or  maintained  upon 
any  premises  used  by  him  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor 
under  the  provisions  of  his  license,  any  screen,  blind,  shutter, 
curtain,  partition,  or  painted,  ground,  or  stained  glass  win- 
dow, or  any  other  obstruction,  nor  shall  expose  in  any  win- 
dow upon  said  premises,  any  bottle,  cask,  or  other  vessel  con- 
taining or  purporting  to  contain  intoxicating  liquor  in  such  a 
way  as  to  interfere  with  a  view  of  the  business  conducted 
upon  the  premises.  This  section  is  not  to  apply  to  licenses 
of  the  third  or  fourth  class,  or  to  bona  fide  drug  stores  or 
hotels,  as  defined  in  this  act. 

Sect.  13.  No  license  shall  be  issued  until  the  license  fee 
has  been  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  or  town  by  which  it 
is  to  be  issued,  nor  until  he  has  received  a  satisfactory  bond 
payable  to  him  as  such  treasurer,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  signed  by  the  licensee  and  by  a  surety  company 
licensed  to  do  business  in  this  state  who  shall  be  jointly  and 
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severally  liable,  and  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  costs, 
damage,  and  fines  incurred  by  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter.  Separate  suits  may  be  brought  on  such  bond 
by  any  persons  at  their  own  expense.  Such  bond,  after  ap- 
proval, shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  or  town  clerk, 
and  a  certified  copy  thereof  shall  be  admissible  in  evidence, 
and  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  the  original  bond 
would  have  if  offered  in  evidence.  The  secretary  of  state 
shall,  with  the  advice  of  the  attorney-general,  from  time  to 
time,  prepare  blank  license  certificates,  applications  for  licen- 
ses, and  bonds  to  accompany  tlie  same,  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  as  now  existing  and  as  hereafter 
amended,  and  shall  furnish  said  blank  certificates,  applica- 
tions, and  bonds  at  cost  to  the  clerks  of  such  towns  and  cities 
as  shall  adopt  this  act.  Said  blanks  shall  be  furnished  to 
applicants  for  licenses  by  town  and  city  clerks  free  of  charge, 
and  shall  be  used  for  all  certificates,  applications,  and  bonds 
required  under  this  act. 

Sect.  14.  The  treasurer  of  a  city  or  town  shall  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  county  one  fourth  of  all  moneys  received  by 
him  for  licenses  within  one  month  after  he  receives  the  same. 

Sect.  15.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  of  a  city,  the  select- 
men of  a  town,  or  any  police  officer  or  constable  specially 
authorized  by  either  of  them,  may  at  any  time  enter  upon  the 
premises  of  any  person  licensed  under  this  chapter,  to  ascer- 
tain the  manner  in  which  such  person  conducts  his  business, 
and  to  preserve  order,  and  such  police  officer  or  constable 
may  at  any  time  take  samples  for  analysis  from  any  liquors 
kept  on  such  premises,  and  the  vessel  or  vessels  containing 
such  samples  shall  be  sealed  on  the  premises  by  the  seal  of 
the  vendor,  and  shall  remain  so  sealed  until  presented  to  the 
assayer  for  analysis.  The  city  or  town  shall  pay  for  the  sam- 
ples so  taken,  if  such  liquors  are  found  to  be  of  good  quality 
and  free  from  adulteration. 

Sect.  16.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  or  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  by  which  a  license  has  been  issued, 
after  notice  to  the  licensee  and  reasonable  opportunity  for  him 
to  be  heard  by  them,  or  by  a  committee  of  their  number,  may 
declare  his  license  forfeited   upon   proof  satisfactory  to  them 
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that  he  has  violated,  or  permitted  to  be  violated,  any  condition 
thereof.  The  pendency  of  proceedings  before  a  court  of  jus- 
tice shall  not  suspend  or  interfere  with  the  power  herein  given 
to  decree  a  forfeiture.  If  the  license  is  declared  to  have  been 
forfeited,  the  licensee  shall  be  disqualified  to  receive  a  license 
for  five  years  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  license  so 
forfeited,  and  if  the  licensee  is  the  owner  of  said  premises,  no 
license  shall  be  issued  to  be  exercised  on  the  premises  de- 
scribed in  such  forfeited  license  for  the  residue  of  the  term 
thereof.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  of  a  city,  or  the  selectmen 
of  a  town,  may  at  any  time  revoke  the  license  of  any  drug 
store  which  in  their  opinion  is  not  botia  Jide  under  the  terms 
of  this  act. 

Sect.  17.  When  a  person  holding  a  license  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  is  convicted  of  the  violation  of  any  law 
relating  to  the  business  he  is  licensed  to  pursue,  the  court  in 
which  or  the  magistrate  before  whom  such  conviction  is  had^ 
shall  send  to  the  board  issuing  the  license  a  certificate  under 
seal,  showing  the  time  and  place  of  such  conviction. 

Sect.  18.  Whoever,  by  himself,  or  his  agent  or  servant, 
sells  or  gives  intoxicating  liquor  to  a  minor,  or  allows  a  minor 
to  loiter  upon  the  premises  where  such  sales  are  made,  shall 
forfeit  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered 
by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  minor  in  an  action  of  tort. 

Sect.  19.  The  giving  away  of  intoxicating  liquors,  or 
any  shifts  or  device  to  evade  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
be  deemed  an  unlawful  selling  within  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  The  words  "  giving  away"  where  they  occur  in  this  act 
shall  not  apply  to  the  giving  away  of  intoxicating  liquors  by  a 
person  in  his  private  dwelling,  unless  such  private  dwelling  is 
a  place  of  public  resort. 

Sect.  20.  In  any  town  or  city  that  votes  to  grant  licenses 
as  provided  by  this  act,  no  agent  shall  be  appointed  as  pro- 
vided by  section  six,  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve  of  Pub- 
lic Statutes. 

Sect.  21.  Whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  his  license,^ 
or  being  neither  an  agent  of  a  city  or  town  for  the  purpose 
of  selling  spirit  as  authorized  by  chapter  112  of  the  Public 
Statutes,   nor  licensed  to  sell    intoxicating  liquors  under  the 
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provisions  of  this  act,  shall  sell  or  keep  for  sale  any  intoxicat- 
ing liquor  in  any  quantity,  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars  for  the 
first  ortense,  and  for  any  subsequent  offense  he  shall  be  fined 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  ninety  days. 

Sect.  22.  Chapter  112  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  amend- 
ments thereto  except  so  far  as  expressly  repealed,  or  in  con- 
flict with  this  act,  or  modified  by  this  act,  shall  be  and  remain 
in  full  force  and  eflect. 

Sect.  23.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  shall  annually  appoint  and  commission  a  compe- 
tent person  as  an  inspector  and  assayer  of  liquors.  Such  per- 
son before  receiving  his  commission  shall  file  with  the  state 
treasurer  a  bond  to  the  state  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  with  two  or  more  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 
He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
payable  quarterly,  and  shall  inspect  and  analyze  all  liquors 
sent  to  him  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  cities  and  the 
selectmen  of  towns,  and  shall  return  to  such  mayor  and  alder- 
men and  such  selectmen,  as  soon  as  may  be,  a  written  state- 
ment signed  by  him,  of  the  results  of  such  inspection  and 
analysis.  Such  statement  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of 
the  composition  and  quality  of  the  liquor  to  which   it  relates. 

Sect.  34.  The  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  and  places 
are  directed  to  insert  in  their  warrants  calling  town  meetings 
for  the  annual  election  in  March,  1904,  and  every  fourth 
annual  election  thereafter,  an  article  which  shall  require  the 
sense  of  the  qualified  voters  to  be  taken  on  the  following 
question  :  "  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors  in  this  city  (town)?"  A  special  election  shall 
be  warned  in  all  cities  not  voting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
March  each  year  for  a  vote  upon  said  question  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  March  in  the  year  1904,  and  every  fourth  year 
thereafter,  the  vote  in  answer  to  said  question  shall  be  "  yes" 
or  'Mio"  by  separate  ballot,  and  in  taking  said  vote  the 
check-list  shall  be  used.  One  special  town  meeting,  or 
meeting  of  a  city  by  wards,  may  be  called  in  any  town  or 
city  to  vote  upon  the  adoption  of  this  act  before  March,  1904, 
upon  written  petition  of  twenty  qualified  voters  addressed  to 
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the  selectmen  of  towns  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  cities; 
but  thereafter  no  vote  upon  this  question  shall  be  taken 
except  as  provided  above,  unless  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
legal  voters  shall  so  request  in  writing.  The  ward  clerks  of 
each  city  shall,  within  seven  days  of  any  such  election, 
make,  return  to  the  city  clerk  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  in 
favor  of  and  against  the  adoption  of  this  act ;  and  this  act 
shall  be  in  force,  at  the  expiration  of  said  seven  days,  in  such 
towns  and  cities  as  vote  for  its  adoption. 

Sect.  25.  This  act  shall  take  efTect  upon  its  passage. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 
Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord  moved  that  the  House  take  a  recess 
until  7.30  o'clock.  On  a  vioa  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not 
prevail. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
offered  by  Mr.  Jones  of  Franklin, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  not  adopted.  Mr. 
Jones  of  Franklin  called  for  a  yea  and  nay  vote. 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord  moved  that  the  motion  and  call  for 
a  yea  and  na}'  vote  be  laid  upon  the  table.  On  a  viva  voce 
vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kohler  of  Manchester,  at  5.45  the  House 
adjourned.

the  paper  having  the  largest  circulation  in  said  town.  Such 
notice  shall  give  the  name  of  applicant,  the  class  of  license 
applied  for,  and  the  building  or  location  in  which  the  business 
is  to  be  carried  on,  and  a  similar  notice  shall  be  conspicuously 
posted  in  two  or  more  public  places  in  said  town  or  city.     If 
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any  written  protest  Is  made,  signed  by  twenty  citizens  of  said 
city  or  town,  the  commissioners  shall  give  a  public  hearing 
thereon,  and  in  such  case  no  license  shall  be  issued  except  by 
the  unanimous  action  of  the  full  board  of  license  commission- 
ers. In  case  such  license  is  granted  the  board  shall  give  the 
reasons  therefor  in  writing  delivered  to  the  party  whose  name 
heads  the  protest." 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 

(Discussion  ensued.)

the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town." 

The  question  being  upon  the  acioption  of  the  amendment, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Remich  of   Littleton  offered  the  following  amendment: 
Amend  the  bill  by  adding  the  following  section  : 
"Any  druggist  holding  a  license  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  who  shall  sell  any   spirituous  or  intoxicating   liquors,  in 
any  quantity,  to  be  drunk   upon   the   premises,   or  who    shall 
permit  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  to  be  drunk  upon 
the  premises,  unless  in  case  of  accident  or  sickness  requiring 
the  immediate  administration  of  a  stimulant,   shall  forfeit  his 
license  and  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $200." 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 
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(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton  withdrew  his  amendment. 
Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton  offered  the  following  amendment : 
Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  the  following  section  : 
"  The  treasurer  of  the  board  of  license  commissioners  shall 
annually  in  the  month    of  July    pay  to   the    state    treasurer 
$50,000  to  be  used  by  the  governor  and  council  to   establish, 
furnish,  equip,  and   maintain  a  hospital  and  industrial   home 
for  the  care,  treatment,  and   reformation  of  inebriates,  dipso- 
maniacs,   and    persons    who    have    acquired    the    morphine, 
chloral,  or  cocaine  habit,  and  shall  each  year  thereafter  pay 
the  state  treasurer  such  sum  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  governor 
and  council  may  be  necessar}'^  to   maintain   said   hospital  and 
industrial  home,  and  any  balance  remaining   in   their   hands 
shall  be  disposed  of  as  may  be  provided  in  this  act." 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,

Mr.  Grossman  of  Lisbon  moved  the  previous  question. 

The  question  being. 

Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 
The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
offered  by  Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton,  on  a  viva  voce  vote  the 
amendment  was  not  adopted. 

Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  the  following  section  : 

"  The  treasurer  of  the  state  board  of  license  commissioners, 
after  paying  the  entire  cost  of  maintaining  the  office  of  said 
board,  including  all  salaries  and  expenses  attaching  to  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  and  after  paying  all  special  ap- 
propriations required  by  this  act,  shall  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  November  of  each  year  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  any 
balance  remaining  in  his  hand,  said  balance  to  be  divided  by 
the  state  treasurer  among  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  state,  as 
the  literary  fund  is  now  divided,  to  be  kept  and  expended  by 
the  selectmen  of  towns  and  the  city  council  of  cities  in  estab- 
lishing and  maintaining  substitutes  for  the  saloon,  and  for  no 
other  purpose  whatsoever."

Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
offered  by  Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton,  on  a  viva  voce  vote  the 
amendment  was  not  adopted. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading.  On  motion 
of  Mr.  Barrett  of  Dover,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the 
bill  read  a  third  time  by  its  title.

"  Sect.  4.  Whoever  goes  about  in  carriages  or  makes  a 
business  of  selling  milk,  skim-milk  or  cream,  in  any  such  city 
or  town,  or  offering  for  sale,  or  having  in  his  possession  with 
intent  to  sell,  milk,  skim-milk  or  cream,  unless  a  license  has 
first  l)een  obtained  as  provided  in  the  preceding  sections,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offense  ;  and  for 
any  subsequent  offense  he  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars,  or  be  im- 
prisoned not  more  than  sixty  days,  or  both  ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  any  person  selling  only  the  product  of  his  own  cows 
shall  be  exempt  from  paying  any  fee  for  such  license." 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  adding  the  following  section  : 

Sect.  2.     All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
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are  hereby  i-epealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

Further  amend  said  section  i  by  striking  out  in  the  9th  line 
thereof  the  words  "  four  dollars  a  day"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "  twelve  hundred  dollars  a  year  payable  in 
equal  quarterly  instalments,"  so  that  said  section  i  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  Section  20  of  chapter  27  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  words  "three  dollars 
a  day"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  section  the  words  "  except  in 
the  county  of  Hillsborough  where  each  commissioner  shall  be 
paid  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  year  payable  in  equal  quarterly 
instalments,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows :  "  Sect.  20.  Each  county  commissioner  shall  be  paid  by 
the  county  treasurer  for  his  services,  when  employed  in  business 
of  the  county  and  in  inspecting  the  taxable  property  of  towns, 
as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  three  dollars  a  day,  except 
in  the  county  of  Hillsborough  where  each  commissioner  shall 
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be  paid  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  year  payable  in  equal  quar- 
terly instalments,  and  a  reasonable  sum  for  all  necessary 
expenses,  upon  order  of  the  supreme  court,  his  accounts  hav- 
ing been  first  audited  by  the  court." 

Add  after  section  i  a  new  section  which  shall  be  numbered 
"two,"  and  which  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  April  ist, 
1903. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendments, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Chase  of  Manchester  moved  the  previous  question. 

The  question  being, 

Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put.' 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  previous  question  was  ordered.  The 
question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  offered 
by  Mr.  Morgan  of  Manchester,  on  a  viva  vocexoie  the  amend- 
ment was  adopted.

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MESSAGE    FROM    THE    GOVERNOR. 

To  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

I  return  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it  origi- 
nated, House  bill  No.  298,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  in  com- 
mon with  the  state  of  Vermont  for  the  acquisition,  building, 
and  maintenance  of  free  bridges  across  the  Connecticut  river," 
without  my  signature. 

My  reasons  for  the  disapproval  of  this  act  are  : 
The  bill  is  very  loosely  drawn.  Its  limitations  are  very 
few  and  by  no  means  definite.  But  apparently  it  provides 
for  the  appointment  of  a  civil  engineer  having  a  practical 
knov/ledge  of  bridge  work  who,  in  connection  with  a  commis- 
sion authorized  by  the  state  of  Vermont,  shall  proceed  after 
certain  investigations  to  purchase  and  free  all  existing  toll 
bridges  over  the  Connecticut  river  between  New  Hampshire 
and  Vermont,  to  construct  new  free  bridges  at  such  points  or 
places  as  may  seem  to  them  best  to  promote  the  public  wel- 
fare, and  to  reimburse  such  towns  as  have  already  expended 
any  money  in  the  freeing  of  bridges,  upon  condition  that  the 
state  of  Vermont  shall  assume  half  the  expense  incurred,  and 
appropriates  $20,000  annuall}'  for  this  purpose  until  the  work 
is  completed. 

The  boundary  line  between  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont 
is  at  high  water  mark  on  the  Vermont  side  of  the  Connecticut. 
The  bridges  across  the  river  are  therefore  all  in  New  Hamp- 
shire except  perhaps  the  western  abutments.  I  see  no  good 
reason  why  we  should  ask  Vermont  to  assume  any  part  of  the 
expense  of  the  highways  in  New  Hampshire,  or  why  she 
should  consent  to  any  such  proposition. 

The  logical  result  of  the  passage  of  this  bill  would  be  an 
agreement  between  the  representatives  of  the  two  states  that 
in  justice  we  should  pay  three-fourths  or  seven-eighths  of  the 
cost  of  the  acquirement  of  the  toll  bridges,  the  construction  of 
such  new  ones  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioners  and  en- 
gineer may  be  desirable,  and  the  reimbursement  of  the  towns 
that  have  already  freed  the  bridges  in  their  territory,  and  hav- 
ing started  with  this  scheme,  the  probabilities  are  that  we 
should  feel  in  duty  bound  to  accept  what  was  recommended 
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by  our  engineer.  It  comes  therefore  to  this,  that  the  bill  au- 
thorizes the  freeing  of  all  toll  bridges  over  the  Connecticut  in 
New  Hampshire,  the  construction  of  all  needed  new  ones  and 
the  reimbursement  of  all  towns  for  all  they  have  expended  up- 
on such  bridges  at  the  expense  of  our  state  treasury.  The 
cost  cannot  be  computed.  There  is  absolutely  no  limit  in  the 
bill  as  to  the  time  during  which  we  shall  pay  $20,000  annual- 
ly, and  that,  when  once  begun,  the  project  will  not  call  for 
several  times  that  sum  each  year,  we  have  no  guarantee. 
From  the  best  information  I  can  obtain  I  judge  that  at  least  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  will  be  required  to  carry  this  plan 
to  completion. 

I  see  no  more  reason  why  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
should  purcliase,  construct,  or  maintain  bridges  across  the 
Connecticut  river  than  across  the  Merrimack,  the  Contoocook, 
the  Androscoggin,  the  Cocheco  or  the  Saco,  and  the  passage 
of  this  act,  it  appears  to  me,  would  be  unjust  discrimination 
against  the  taxpayers  of  every  section  of  the  state,  except  the 
tier  of  towns  along  the  Connecticut  which  are  generally  as 
well  able  to  support  their  own  highways  as  any  and  which,  so 
far  as  I  am  informed,  do  not  ask  for  state  aid  of  this  kind. 

I  think  we  should  avoid  as  far  as  is  practicable  the  adoption 
of  projects  which  will  entail  upon  those  who  come  after  us, 
for  an  indefinite  period,  financial  burdens  that  they  may  not 
be  able  to  bear  without  great  sacrifices.  We  have  now  in 
the  treasury  a  large  sum  received  from  the  United  States 
government  which  will  be  dissipated  this  year.  The  next 
legislature  will  not  have  it  to  draw  upon  and  if  we  are  pru- 
dent we  shall  consider  this  fact  and  restrain  ourselves  from 
contracting  unnecessary  obligations  which  they  will  have  to 
discharge.  If  this  be  so,  the  appropriation  of  $20,000  an- 
nually, practically  a  perpetuity,  for  such  an  object  cannot  be 
defended. 

According  to  the  terms  of  the  act,  the  work  contemplated  is 
not  to  be  proceeded  with  unless  the  legislature  of  Vermont 
shall  assume  half  the  expense  before  the  first  of  January,  1905. 
At  that  time  another  New  Hampshire  legislature  will  have 
been  elected  and  be  ready  to  assemble,  and  I  think  we  may 
wisely  leave  to  our  immediate  successors  the  question  whether 
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the  condition  of  our  treasury  and  the  public  need  warrants  the 
outlay  proposed,  ascertaining  meanwhile,  if  that  is  desirable, 
whether  Vermont  will  join  us  and  if  so  upon  what  terms, 
which  can  easily  be  done  without  giving  to  an  engineer  such 
vast,  unlimited,  and  perpetual  powers  as  this  bill  proposes.

formed them  that  he  had  a  communication  to  lay  before  the 
House.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  immediately  His 
Excellency  Nahum  J.  Bachelder,  Governor,  appeared  before 
the  House  of  Representatives,  and  delivered  the  following^ 
message  : 

Concord,  April  2,  1903. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

I  have  signed  or  returned  to  the  body  in  which  they  origi- 
nated, all  the  bills  and  joint  resolutions  submitted  for  my  ap- 
proval. 

Having  been  informed  by  a  joint  committee  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  that  you  have  completed  the 
business  of  the  session  and  are  ready  to  adjourn,  I  do,  by  the 
authority  vested  in  the  executive,  hereby  adjourn  the  legisla- 
ture to  the  last  Wednesday  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four.

Thereupon  the  Speaker  declared  the  House  adjourned  to 
the  last  Wednesday  of  December,  1904.
